Budapest, Hungary, May 2.—({Copyrighted, 
1896, by the Press Publishing Company, New 
York World.]—“ Ldepe,”’ said Emperor Fran- 
cis Joseph today in opening the millennial 
exposition, ° 
to the whole world that the Hungarian na- 
tion, which could maintain this. kingdom 
a thousand years in spite of adverse circum- 
stances, is worthy of the fullest admiration 
by all other peoples. Hungarians demon- 
strate here that they have gained an honor- 
able place in the field of culture, and that 
they stand on an equal footing with other 
civilized nations.’’ 

The enthusiasm which followed is inde- 
scribable. Hungarian enthusiasm is far dif- 
ferent from that of other pationalities. Ev- 
ery eye flashes, everybody is ready to die 
for his beloved King and country, The dif- 
ference is as great in costumes. The pict- 
uresque, gorgeous gala dress, the dazzling 
military uniforms, and the bright toilets of 
the ladies gave a veritable kaleidoscopic 
effect. 

The Queen looked very sad. She wore 
black silk, with redingote velvet collar set 
off with lace, a bunch of Parma violets, and 
a hat trimmed with black feathers. She 
kept her face constantly hidden behind a 
black fan. This was her first appearance in 
public since the death of Crown -Prince Ru- 
The Prince’s widow, Princess Ste- 
phanie, looked beautiful.

Cuba’s struggle for liberty will in the near 
future receive aid and assistance in the 
shape of an expedition which will put all 
former filibustering ‘parties in the shade if 
the plans of a number of West Side citizens 
are carried out. 

Ex-Ald. Maurice O’Conhor of the Seven- 
teenth Ward, proposes to recruit the “‘ O’Con- 
nor Guards,” a West Side organiz&tion 
named in his honor, to a full regiment of 
1,200 men, to fight in the cause of Cuban lib- 
erty. 

Already between 800 and 1,000 men have en- 
listed, and the companies, it is alleged, are 
drilling in halls scattered throughout the 
city. No strangers are admitted to the halls, 
and every precaution is being taken to insure 
secrecy. 

Mr. O’Connor, when seen last night, an- 
nounced himself as “* a champion of all people 
who wear the saddle of tyranny,’’ and ad- 
mitted that the regiment was organizing for 
the express purpose of helping Cuba gain its 
liberty. 

As to where the necessary funds would 
come from the Alderman refused to say other 
than that they had plenty.

It seems that the fiend deliberately planned 
the enterprise as a World’s Fair scheme and 
intended to make the most of the Fair and 
the vast number of people it brought to the 
city by seeking out victims and making as 
much out of them as possible. 

Here, at any rate, men, women, and chil- 
dren were done to their death. How many 
no one knows. It may bethat Holmes’ vain- 
_giorious accounts are to be credited. If one 
is to put credence in his statement he Made 
twenty-seven people his victims, and many, 
if not most, of them met their death at the 
famous “ castle.’’ . 

Holmes’ specialty was to swindle insur- 
ance companies. If he could accomplish his 
purpose without murder he was willing not 
to go to extremes, but if it were necessary to 
get rid of his victim he did not scruple to do 
so. The murder of Pitzel was committed 
with this end in view, and ultimately led to 
the conviction of the man for murder. 


Death. of Perry. 


The story properly begins in Philadelphia 
in the latter part of August, 1894, in a house 
in Callowhill street, between Thirteenth and 
Broad streets.’ A house carpenter named 
Kugene Smith, who was something of an 
inventor, was attracted by a sign reading 
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{For whose murder Holmes is togjang. ] 


“Patents bought and sold. B. #? Perry.” 
He called to see what patents w on sale, 
and, while talking to the man Berry, saw a 
man who was later recognized as Holmes. 
A few days later he called again, and on 
going into an inner room found the body 
of the man who posed as Perry on the floor 
with the face so eaten with acid or some 
form of chemical as to be unrecognizable. 
The discovery was then reported to the po- 
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George H. Thomas—This man was killed 
on the banks of the Tombigbee River, below 
Columbus, Miss., in order to get insurance. 
Proof was obtained and requisition papers 
secured, but Holmes escaped. 

Emily Van Tassell—This was a respecta- 
ble girl, who worked for Holmes in the 
eastle, and who was ruined and slain by 
him. 

Nana and Minnie Williama. 

Nana Williams—This was the sister of 
Holmes’ third bigamous wife. She lived with 
him and her sister in Chicago. Holmes said 
she was jealous of his wife and caused 
trouble, but it is supposed he killed her soas 
to get his hands on her property. She and 
his wife came from Fort Worth, Tex., where 
they had $60,000 worth of real estate. 

Minnie Williams—She was the third wife. 
She disappeared one day and has never been 
seen since. It was reported that she was 
in hiding, but this was generally disbe- 
lieved, as the report was. thought to be a 
mere ruse to throw the detectives off the 
scent. | 

In addition to these murders the crimes of 
Holmes are legion. He committed bigamy 
in marrying Myrtle C. Belkn&p and Minnie 
Williams and probably other women. He 
tried to ki@ Jonathan 8S. Belknap, the grand- 
uncle of his second wife, after forging his 
name to a note for $2,500 and insuring his 
life. He obtained $600-.on a forged note on 
the death of his brother-in-law, D. H. Will- 
jams. He set fire to his house in Chicago 
after insuring it for $60,000, but failed to get 
the insurance. He sold Chicago water as 
medicine at the Exposition and made money 
in a thousand crooked ways. 

He was certinly the agent of evil and his 
career gives credence to his boast that he 
was born with the devil in him.

METHODIST CONFERENCE RUSHES 
ITS-ROUTINE BUSINESS. 


Bishop Foster Rules with a Firm Hand 

and the Proceedings Are Marked 

‘ Only by Lively Debates—Many of 

the Standing Committees Arranged 

For — Laymen Make Objection to 

Numerous Collections—Committee 
Votes to Seat Women. 


Cleveland, O., May 2.—[{Special.]—The 
storm of yesterday in the Methodist con- 
ference was followed by a calm today. The 
disturbing factors in the convention were not 
conspicuous, and from the moment Bishop 
Foster of Boston arose to take the chair 
an atmosphere of peace seemed to peryade 
the assembly. There were during the morn- 
ing many friendly tilts between delegates 
whose opinions differed, but when the pre- 
siding officer in a mild voice exhorted mod- 
etation in action and consideration for the 
speakers, there was a calm which was in 
marked ¢ontrast with the agitation of the 
opening day. sk 

In assuming his position as presiding of- 
ficer Bishop Foster said it was to the inter- 
est of the conference that the business 


be- transacted in an orderly manner and. 


added that the quiet could not be sustained 
without the cotperation of the delegates. 
He said delegates should give their name 
and conference before being recognized. 
He then read the body a lecture on order, 
and it was evident he did not desire a repe- 
tition of yesterday's disorder. ‘This was 
quickly followed by a suggestion on the part 
of Dr. Walsh of Kentucky that a Sergeant- 
at-Arms be appointed to maintain order, 
and it was done. , 

The Rev. Dr. E. W. Parker of India opened 
the session with Scripture reading, followed 
by a fervent prayer for the success of the 
conference, the Methodist Church, and the 
country. 

Chicago Man to the Front. 

The first gentleman to take a prominent 
part in the proceedings came from Chicago. 
It was the Rev. P.-H. Swift, who wanted an 
Epworth League committee appointed, to 
consist’ of one member dro each annual 
conference. A Vermont. delegate raised a 
point of order, and was inclined to insist 
upon his point, but Bishop Foster ruled him 
out. The Chicago man had his way, and 
the members are to be chosen in the same 
way as the standing committees are chosen. 

Dr. Neely of Philadelphia offered a reso- 
lution for the appointment of a Judiciary 
committee. This created quite a stir on the 
manner in which the committee should be 
appointed. Dr. Kynett at last amended the 
motion so that the committee should con- 
sist of one member from each conference 
district and three at large to be appointed 
by the Bishop. Dr. Graw moved the question 
be laid on the table, but Dr. Kynett’s amend- 
ment prevailed. 

A committee of seven on rules was next 
appointed. Then Dr. Neely moved an ap- 
pointment of a committee of eighteen on 
constitution, fifteen to be by districts and 
three at large. This is an important ques- 
tion, and as soon as it was launched the 
convention at once became excited. One 
amendment was offered, providing that the

committee consist of two members from each 
district conference of the General Confer- 
ence. Mr. Bentley of Missouri moved that 
the committee consist of nine, to be ap- 
pointed by the Bishops. This was violently 
opposed by L. M. Shaw of Des Moines, and 


the debate grew exceedingly warm, but the } 


firm administration of Bishop Foster, as 
Chairman, quieted the debate. Dr. Leonard 
of Cincinnati said nine m@mbers would not 
be enough, and moved gs a substitute that 
one be elected from each district, and one at 
large. Numerous points of order were raised, 
and motions and counter motions flew thick 
and fast, and Dr. Leonard, Mr. Sargent of 
Indiana, Dr. Kynett, and others, consumed 
a great deal of time to no purpose. Finally 
Dr. Payne cf New York moved to lay the 
motion for a committee of nine on the table, 
and it was promptly done. A motion to make 
the committee consist of one layman and one 
clergyman from each district waS offered. 
Before the regulars could begin to consume

time Dr. Teter moved the previous question, 
and the motion was carried and debate shut 
off 

Laymen Object to Collections. 

A measure in behaif of the laymen was 
then launched by Dr. Leroy M. Belt of Ohio. 
It is thought his proposition is calculated 
to attract great interest before it is settled. 
As’ the church stands at present nine separ- 
ate collections are taken up each year for 
the benefit of certain benevolences. These 
are too frequent, think the laymen, and they 
also desire to consolidate some of the papers. 
Dr. Belt moved the appointment of a com- 
mittee of laymen and clergymen from each 
district and three at large to consider the 
feasibility of simplifying the benevolences. 
Dr. Smith moved that all papers and reso- 
tutions on this ‘subject be referred to the 
regular Committee on Temporal Economy. 
Dr. Belt would not permit this, and Dr. 
Smith’s motion was:laid on the table. The 
first skirmish was won by the laymen. Dr. 
Kynett wanted to add one clergyman and 
one layman from each society to the com- 
mittee. Dr. Buckley opposed this, and made 
a humorous and vigorous address. Dr. Ky- 
nett’s amendment was laid on the table and 
Dr. Belt’s motion was carried. All informa- 
tion on this subject was ordered referred to 
this committee. 

Bishop Henry W. Warren of Denver read 
the Episcopal address. It was a long re- 
view of church work of the last four years, 
and contained many recommendations. The 
address congratulated the church upon its 
advancement, but said there was much work 
yet to be done. 


Pastoral Term Not Shortened. 

The Bishops did not recommend any ma- 
terial change in the time limit or in the mode 
of making appointments, but suggested that 
wisdom might provide some method by 
which under ample safeguard the pastoral 
term might be extended to meet rare cases 
of emergency. This was a direct blow at 
those who are laboring to extend the term, 
an it was greeted with wild cheering by the 
delegates. 

On the amusement question the address 
said the church was opposéd to all pleasures 
that are dissipating rather than recreative. 
“ Churches,” it said, “‘ have perished by in- 
dulgence in what seemed at first to be inno- 
cent delights.” The report says the church 
is opposed to ‘intoxicants, and urges the 
United States Government to so adjust its 
laws as not to seem to legalize the liquor 
traffic in States where there-is prohibition. 

The subjects of arbitration, capital, and 
labor were treated in a skillful manner. Down- 
town churches were commended, and the 
report said Methodists should be slow to 
abandon them. It was recommended that 
conferences Methodist schools by 


a pardon oncea bestowal of joy, a means of 
getting to heaven, and regard it as Paul did, 
as a power—a power of self denial and work 
for others unto salvation, present and eter- 
nal. Then shall the church, redeemed, not 
by corruptible things, as.silver and gold,

Closing Scenes of the Session. 

As soon’ as Bishop Warren had concluded 
the Episcopal address, which was read in 
a masterly manner, the delegates arose and 
sang the doxology. 

Bishop Foster tntroduced to the confer- 
ence the Rev. W. L. Watkinson, editor of 
the Wesley Church paper of the British 
conference, and the Rev. Crawford John- 
son of the Irish conference. Bishop An- 
drews, Secretary of the Board: of Bishops, 
announced that the three members-at-large 
of the Committee of Eligibility were J. B. 
Graw of New Jersey, David H. Moore of 
Ohio, and H. R. Brill of. Minnesota. The 
only man favoring the eligibility of women 
of the three is Moore. 

The convention then adjourned to meet 
on Monday morning. 


Committeé:Favors the Women. 


The Committee on Eligibility held a pro- 
tracted struggle this evening over the ques- 
tion of the admisSion of women to the con- 
vention, and by a vote of 20 to 11 decided to 
admit them. ‘The decision hinged on the in- 
terpretation of the word “ layrhan,”’ which 
it was decided meant either man or woman. 

Dr. Buckley of New York will submit a 
minority report to the convention on Mon- 
day. Dr. Kynette of Philadelphia will pre- 
sent the report of the Eligibility committee. 

The result of the deliberdtions is a decided 
victory for the women. 

At a meeting of laymen tonight it was de- 
cided by a vote of 67 to 15 to demand equal 
representation in future conferences for lay- 
men and ministers. Senator Harland of 
Wyoming was chosen to present the action 
of the meeting to the conference.

Steps to Force the Y.P. S.C. E. Out of 
the Church. 

The action of the Board of Control of the 
Epworth League at Cleveland yesterday: in 


_ requesting the General Conference to ex- 


clude from Methodist churches all young 
people’s societies excepting the Epworth 
League has awakened a wide interest in 
local church circles, especially among the 
Young People’s Society of Christian En- 
deavor, ‘at which the exclusive order is 
primarily aimed. It is said to be more than 
likely the conference will Observe the re- 
quest as a means of giving the Methodist 
Church direct control of all young people’s 
societies within the church, the Christian 
Endeavor societies being largely Presby- 
terian and Congregational. 

Thomas Wainwright, Western representa- 
tive of the Y. P. 8S. C. E., is of the opinion 
the result of the action of the Board of Con- 
trol will make little difference to either so- 
clety. Christian fellowship may suffer, but 
there will be no disruption. 

The Rev. Charles Stewart of the Western 
Christian Advocate does not believe there 
will be any expulsion or any change in the 
form of the societies.

The treaty provides for a civil trial 
for Americans captured without arms, but 
those caught with arms may be tried by 
court-martial. The difference in the re- 
sults is that men who have a civil trial may 
not be shot, but the authorities have the op- 
tion to inflict the death penalty in cases that 
are tried under military law. As the filibust- 
ers made no resistance when caught it is a 
question whether they can be said to have 
been caught with arms in their hands, al- 
though no doubt they did have a large 
amount of arms and ammunition on the 
schooner which they were engaged in land- 
ing at the time of capture. 

It is sufficiently an open question to war- 
rant the demand of the United States Gov- 
ernment for the application of the treaty in 
the cases of the Americans. 

If this is not done the prisoners undoubt- 
edly will be shot. 

Otherwise there is a chance to save their 
lives and make their punishment imprison- 
ment for life, 

A new Spanish outrage on American citf- 
zens almost as bad as the Delgado butchery 
reached Havana on Thursday, when Louis 
Vidal reported to Consul-General Williams 
the conduct of the Spanish column com- 
manded by Maj. Fontaneila. 

Vidal is administrator of Pedro Cassano- 
va’s plantation at San Miguel, a town situ- 
ated about twenty miles from Havana. 
Vidal and the owner of the plantation are 
both American citizens. 


Shot Down Heartlessly. 


His story was to the effect that on April 28 
Fontaneill@ had gone to the plantation and 
shot four men who had nothing whatever to 
do with the war. The following day the col- 
umn returned and the workmen, seeing it 
from a distance, became frightened and ran 
into the house. When the column arrived at 
the house Maj. Fantaneila ordered every- 
body, including the women and children, 
outside. 

Seven workmen were tied together and shot 
before the eyes of Vidal and his wife and the 
other women. 

The reason given by Maj. Fontaneila was 
that‘he knew the owner’s plantation had 
given a_large sum of money to: the Cuban 
junta in New York and he knew that rebels 
visited the plantation every day;and were 
well treated. : 

While the slaughter was proceeding a 
negro broke loose and ran for the cane fields. 

Hie was unhurt by the shower of bullets 
sent after him, but two guerrillas pursued 
on horseback and cut him to pieces with 
machetes. 

Consul Williams took Vidal to Gen. Wey- 
ler, to whom the story was repeated. What 
Weyler. said is called a “ state secret’ by 
Consul Williams, who, however, admits 
that Vidal has a good case against the 
Spanish Government. |

TROOPS TAKE FORT CACARAJICARA 


Rout the Insurgents and Kill 200 
After Hard Fighting. —~ 
[SPECIAL CABLE BY FRED W. LAWRENCE. ]

the New York Journal.]—Another hard bat- 
tle has taken place beyond the trocha. 

The official reports received by heliograph 
are to the effect Spanish won a victory 
with over 200 rebels killed, while the Spanish 
killed and wounded combined was only sixty. 


| The battle was fought on last Thursday by 


a column under Gen, Suarez Inclan at the 
insurgent fort Cacarajicara, in the hills be- 
tween La Mulata and Bahia Honda, Prov- 
ince of Pinar del Rio. A column under Gen. 
Bernal should, according to the plan, have 
gone to the assistance of Gen. Inclan, but 
through a mischance it failed and Gen. 
Inclan was left to fight it out alone. If 
Gen. Bernal had arrived in time the Spanish 
say the insurgents would have met with a 
disaster that would have ended the war. . 

Six columns were engaged in the opera- 
tion. 

They were ordered to reconngiter in the 
hills in such a way that no charce would be 
left the insurgents to escape from a com- 
bat with one or the other of the columns. 
Gen. Inclan, with the battalions of San Fer- 
nando and Valereas, reinforced with the ar- 
tillery, marched from the direction of Bahia 
Honda. Arriving at Cacarajicara the troops 
met a double line of insurgents, who were 
protected by the inside fort with logs and 
earth four feet high. Gen. Inclan was put at 
a disadvantage by being able to attack only 
in one direction, ard th eavy underbrush 
and swamps on all sides preventéd the 
spreading out of the troops'so as to draw on 
the enemy’s fire. 

From all directions the troops made sav- 
age attacks on the fort. The insurgents re- 
sisted with desperation. At last the artil- 
lery approached to within forty yards of the 
fort, from which position they poured in 
such a deadly fire that the insurgents aban- 
doned the position and fied to the shelter 
of a dense growth on the hills. 

When the troops enteréd the fort they 
found 200.dead rebels. 

After waiting a reasonable time for Gen. 
Bernal and finding he had not arrived Gen. 
Inclan started on the retrun march to Bahia 
Honda. His column was fired on several 
times by ambushed insurgents. 

Gen. Inclan coaxed them into making a 
machete charge and succeeded in killing a 
large number. | 

The loss of the troops was small. 

Lieuts. Burguete and Moncado of Inclan’s 
column were killed and several minor offi- 
cers were wounded, 

Maceo was not recognized among the in- 
surgents in the fort. |

SPANISH MERCHANTS ASK MERCY. 


Committee Visits the Cuban Junta in 
New York and Makes a Plea. 

New York, May 2.—[Spécial.J—A number 
of prominent Spanish merchants came to 
this city from Havana a few days ago and 
had a consultation with the leaders of the 
Cuban Junta. These merchants, whose 
names cannot with safety to themselves be 
made public, are all Royalists. They ate 
known in Cuba, and particularly in the City 
of Havana, as the most ardent adherents of 
Spain. They are all native Spaniards and 
have been engaged in business on the island 
many years. One of them is said to be a 
prominent banker. 

They came from Cuba for the express pur- 
pose of consulting Gen. Palma and the other 
members of the Junta. It is not known 
whether the Spanish authorities in Cuba 
were aware of their mission. Members of 
the Junta do not believe that Gen. Weyler 
was informed of their departure. 

Business in Cuba is at a standstill practic- 
ally. The delegation came to make some ar- 
rangements with the Cuban Junta whereby 
the present tide of ruin might be stemmed 
and at least a portion of this year’s valuable 
sugar and tobacco crops saved. 

Several conferences.were had, at which the 
merchants, being loyal Spaniards, suggested 
that a conference be called somewhere in 
Cuba and that the insurgent leaders in the 
field might be induced to enter into negotia- 
tions with the Spanish authorities, and, if 
possible, come to an agreement whereby the 
present war would be brought to an end. 

“ There’s only one way to accomplish that,”’ 
“was Gen. Palma’s reply, “and that is for 
Spain to recognize at once the independence 
of: Cuba. ‘Cuba’ must be free.”

Leaders of the Leonist Army Flee

’ Managua, Nicaragua, May 2.—The Presi- 

dent of the rebels, Gen. Baca, sent a commis- 

sion of the foreign merchants of Leon to 

President Zelaya and to the American Min- 

ister, Lewis Baker, who arranged for terms 

of peace. 

President Zelaya demanded an uncondi- 
tional surrender. This was finally agreed to 
and the gevernment troops, with flying col- 
ors,.entered Leon toda) and took possession 
of the city. The insur; ents surrendered all 
of their ammunition. $ 

The rebel Generals, their President, and 
the various Ministers left the country to 
save their lives. 

Minister Gamez has officially notified Unit- 
ed States Minister Baker thatthe war has 
ended and that peace has been established. 
The port of Corinto will be opened to com- 
merce in a few days. 

Washington, D. C., May 2.—According to 
a cablegram from Managua, Nicaragua, re- 
ceived here from private sources, the re- 
7 bellion which has raged in that country for 
the last four months has been brought toan 
end by the surrender last night of the rebel 
forces, whose quarters were at Leon. 
There are hints that further trouble may 
ensue, however, unlesss considerable con- 
cessions are made by President Zelaya to 
the conservative interest. During the re- 
bellion, which was caused by the demands 
of a large element in the Liberal party, now 
in power, upon President Zelaya, which he 
refused to concede, the Conservatives stood 
,by the President, making certain conditions 
as the price of their support. 


ENGLAND’S PLANS IN THE SOUDAN. 
Arranging to Establish Herself in the 
Upper Nile Region. 

London, May 2.—[(Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the Associated Press.}—According to the 
London correspondent of the Novosti of St. 
Petersburg, who claims to have obtained 
his information from a British Cabinet Min- 
ister, Great Britain's aim in the Soudan 
expedition to reoccupy the equatorial 
province, and when she establishes herself 
on the Upper Nile evacuate Cairo and: the 
Lower Nile. This correspondent also claims 
to have been informed that the operations 
against the dervishes will be conducted 
conjointly by Great Britain, the Congo Free

SHORT LIFE FOR FRENCH CABINET, 


Kuropean Experts Predict a Crisis for 
Faure to France. 

London, May 2.—(Copyrighted, 1896, by the 
Associated Press.]—A short life is predicted 
for the new French ministry. Its existence 
depends entirely upon playing one group 
against another, and with the exception of 
M. Hanotaux the Cabinet is composed of men 
of no great eminence. Its policy wiil be to 
patch up a compromise with the Senate d 
{Introduce a series of state socialism O- 
posals in which publi¢ works and other age 
pensions will have a leading place. M. Han- 
otaux is a pronounced Anglophobe, and con- 
sequently his appointment as Minister for 
Foreign Affairs has been received with little 
pleasure in Great Britain. On the other 
hand, advices from Russia indicate that M. 
Hanotaux’s appointment especially and the 
change of ministry as a whole have been 
very acceptable, though the impression pre- 
vails that the present ministry will soon be 
followed by another which may last until 
the general elections. In the meanwhile 
the Socialists are becoming more violent, 
the Conservatives and Republicans more 
warm, and the revisionist campaign more 
acute, indicating that President Faure will 
have to face an exceedingly difficult situa- 
tion. 


MASSOUD SCHEMED FOR THE MURDER 


Londoners Think the Shah’s Son Con- 
mnived at Assassination. 

London, May 2.—[Copyright, 1896, by the 
Associated Press.]—It is rumored in this city 
that the assassination of the Shah was 
brought about by the machinations of his 
eldest son, Massoud Mirza, Governor of 
Ispahan. The latter was born in 1850, while 
the new Shah, second son of the deceased 
monarch, was born in 1853; but the latter is 
an offspring of a wife of higher rank, and 
‘thus was chosen to succeed his father in 
place of Massoud, his elder brother. The 
Shah had often rebuked Mirza for his un- 
ruliness, and in 1888 recalled him, and only 
allowed him to return to Ispahan after dis- 


ing him‘ to pay more than the usual tribute. 

‘Massoud Mirza, who is also known as the 
Zilles Suitan, or Shadow of the Kingdom, 
resented this treatment, and it was believed 
he might make an attempt to usurp the 
throne. Mirza, who is enormously rich, is 
unpopular on account of his severity 
and intolerance, while on the- other hand 
Muzaffer-ed-Din, the new Shah, is much 
loved by the people of the Province of Azer- 
boijan, where the*Persian army is chiefly 
recruited. He is a keen sportsman, like his 
father. 

The discontent of the Babist sect, upon 
which Massoud Mirza is believed to have 
worked, is due to the fact that the late Shah 
did not allow them to establish their relig- 
ion, his refusal to do so being based on rep- 
resentations made to his Majesty that it 
would conflict with the existing faith in 
Persia and split the people into religious 
factions. The Babists have always been 
kept in check, and little has been heard of 
them for some year past. 


SHAH’S DEATH WILL HELP RUSSIA. 


New Ruler Is Likely to, Favor the 
Czar’s Country. 
[SPECIAL CABLE. } 

Berlin, May 2.—{Copyright, 1896, by the 
New York Journal.J—The assassination of 
the Shah of Persia has caused a great sensa- 
tion here; not that Germany has any direct 
interest in Persia, but because the late Shah 
was a true friend of England, and it is 
thought his successor may show an equally 
strong leaning toward Russia. 

In political circles in Berlin the general im- 
pression is that Russia’s influence in Persia 
will be immensely increased by the change 
of rulers, and that England’s influence will 
decrease in proportion. 

Buetzow, the Russian Minister to Teheran, 
is regarded here as one of the cleverest of 
diplomats.

Premier Canovas knows that many of the 
Conservatives and all of the opposition in 
the recent Parliament will advocate a reform 
policy, especially in view of the inadequate 
results of Gen. Weyler’s military operations 
so far, and because public opinion in Spain 
is visibly favorable to any honorable and 
direct understanding with the colonies which 
will put a stop to the sacrifices of the mother 
country. 

Canovas is tulating a statement of 
policy, which wiii be embodied in a royal 
speech for the meeting @f Parliament on 
May 11. It will propose to allow Gen. Weyler 
to remain in com iand and will offer some 
substantial satisfaction to the aspirations 
of the majority of Cubans. 


SPAIN CAUSES ARRESTS IN JAMAICA. 


Citizens of Kingston Locked Up, but 
Released Soon.

Kingston, Jamaica, May 2.—[Copyrighted, 
1896, by the Press Publishing*® Company, 
New York World.|—Several persons were 
arrested here on suspicion of having a hand 
in a shipment of arms to Cuba, but they were 
released because the detectives failed to ob- 
tain any evidence to convict them with. 
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Mr. Eugene Tompkins has persuaded Mr. 
Otis Skinner to become the principal figure 
in a British melodrama entitled ** An Officer 
of the Second.’’ This was given its first. pro- 
duction in America, after making a great 
successin London, atthe Grand Opera-House 
last night. Mr. Skinner was the principal 
figure so far as friends of Mr. William’ H. 
Thompson permitted him to be. Mr. Thomp- 
son was the other principal figure in the play. 

The audience, which was large, was like- 
wise enthusiastic. It applauded in and out 
of season. The gallery led most of it. It 
was the sort of play the gallery likes—im- 
probable in plot and detail, overdrawn to the 
point of caricature by most of the partici- 
pants in its production, but thrilling in many 
places with a good, old-fashioned penny- 
dreadful thrill. There was the hero with the 
Victoria Cross on his breast, who returned 
from the wars to protest his love to the 
vicar’s daughter. There was the villain who 
had betrayed the General’s daughter and 
needed the plans of the fortifications at 
Portsmouth to keep him from ruin. There 
was a French Government agent who of- 
fered him £5,000 for the plans aforesaid. Of 
course the hero was mistaken for the villain: 
when the General's daughter admitted the 
latter to her father’s private office for the 
purpose of possessing himself of the plans; 
of course the hero was tried by court-martial 
and found guilty, whereupon he said as a 
matter of course, ‘‘ My God, Iam innocent!’’ 
Of course the villain refused to marry the 
poor girl he had betrayed after she had per- 
jured herself to save him; of course she told 
her father, and as a matter of course he 
promptly had the hero reinstated, promoted, 
and restored tothe arms of the vicar's daugh- 
ter, whereupon the curtain fell, leaving the 
fate of the French spy and the General’s 
daughter to be guessed at. 

It will be conceded that so good an actor 
as Mr. Skinner had rather less than 
no chance for distinction in a play so con- 
structed that the only things of any dramatic 
consequence in it were, perforce, a series of 
frank appeals to the gailery.. These Mr. 
Skinner made without overdoing the matter. 
This is by no means faint praise when it is 
remembered that he had to asseverate his 
innocence, ‘some five times in all, upon two 
different cccasions. Mr. Thompson, who 
was the General, was a very good General— 
like Mr. Skinner’s Lieutenant—in hard luck. 
Miss Madeleine Bouton was the Géneral’s 
daughter. It would have been a wonder if 
She did not overact in such a part—and she 
cid. .Miss Lottie Williams was the soubrette. 
She was. supposedly born of. an _ Irish 
mother, and reared in Hampshire, only to 
speak with a cockney accent. So, too, Mr: 
Edward J. Heron, who furnished the low 
comedy, was a Hampshire lad in a High- 
land regiment, and the possessor of a mode 
of speech as much like Searoyd's as possible 
—only worse. H. Cooper Cliffe was the 
villain, and did well—even to the cigaret he 
lighted, only to throw down and step on. 
The orchestra was possessed of an eXtraor- 
dinary desire to intermingle itself with the 
progress of the play, and gratified it here, 
there, and elsewhere, or, as Gilbert says, 
**at intervals, all day long.”’ 

But for those who like melodrama, ladled 
out in large quantities, without regard to 
verisimilitude or economy, and played by 
actors who could do something a hundred 
times as good a thousand times better, 
‘*‘An Officer of the Second” is the sort of 
melodrama they must like.

Washington, D. C., May 2.—With simple 
services the remains of Walter Q. Gresham, 
President Cleveland’s late Secretary of State, 
were laid at rest in Arlington Cemetery, the 
Nation’s burying ground, late this afternoon. 
The body reached here on the regular Ches- 
apeake and Ohio train. Only Mrs. Gresham 
and her son Otto accompanied the remains. 
The coffin, surmounted with simple floral 
ornaments, was transferred at once by a 
corps of depot attendants to a hearse in 
waiting. Scarcely a half dozen people were 
gathered at the depot. President Cleveland 
and the members of the Cabinet now in the 
city had intended to meet the train, but 
this idea was abandoned, as Mrs. Gresham 
made known her desire that the transfer 
and burial should be attended with as little 
formality and publicity as possible. 

Secretary Lamont, however, was present, 
accompanied by one or two personal friends 
of the Greshams, including Pension Com- 
missioner Lochren. | 

Mrs. Gresham conversed quietly with the 
Secretary of War and her son, while the ar- 
rangements for the journey to Arlington 
were in progress. Mrs. Gresham and Otfo 
Gresham followed the remains to Arlington 
in President Cleveland’s carriage, which had 
been placed at their disposal. Secretary 
Lamont and a few friends in carriages fell 
behind the sad procession. 

At the gates of the cemetery the funeral 
party was joined by President Cleveland, 
Secretaries Olney, Cariisle, and Herbert, 
and Maj.-Gen. Miles, with eight private 
soldiers, and a Bugle Sergeant detailed from 
Fort Meyer. 

The President :and Cabinet took their 
places at the head of the line, and walked 


'to the grave, the cavalrymen from Fort 


Meyer bearing the casket. The remains 
were lowered into their last resting place, 
the bugler sounded “taps,” and that was 
all = the ceremony that marked the inter- 
ment. 

The site selectd for the grave is one of the 
most choice in Arlington, next to Gen. Gresh- 
am’s old companion-at-arms, Gen. Sheri- 


dan, and near by the graves of Admira)] 
Porter and Gen. Crooks.

SAGE GOES TO A SALE. 


IT IS A MORTGAGE FORECLOSURE ON 
‘ -HIS OWN FARM, 


The Close-Fisted Millionaire Allows 
Interest and Taxes to Accrue on 
Property He Bought at a Fo ~al 
Sale to Satisfy a Mechanics’ Lign— 
Worried: at the Action Take by 
the Owners of His Mortgage, and 

Secures Temporary Adjournment. 

New York, May 2.—([Special.}—Russell 
Sage, the close-fisted financier, owns a farm 
in Skyletown, a few miles from Nyack. 
He has failed to pay the interest on 
one of the mortgages and the taxes 
and expenses, and it has been fore- 
closed. Mr. Sage bought the property ata 
foreclosure sale on.a mechanics’ lien in De- 
cember, 1894. He paid $7,500 for it. 

The preperty is worth $10,000. E. C. M. 
Rand, who is employed in Mr. Sage’s office, 
owned the farm. There are two mortgages 
on it, one of $3,000, held by Mrs. Mary Ward 
of Boston, and the other for $2,600, held by 
Mrs. Demarest of -West Nyack, wife of ex- 
Assemblyman Demarest. : 

Although repeatedly requested, it is said, 
to pay the interest on the mortgages, the 
many-times millionaire neglected to do so. 
He also let his taxes accrue. The whole sum 
of interest and taxes amounts to about $6009. 
Foreclosure proceedings were instituted by 
Mrs. Ward, and the sale of the Sage farm 
Was annaunced to take place in Nyack this 
morning. Promptly at the appointed time 
Mr. Sage was on hand with.Mr. Rand. ‘I'he 
millionaire appeared to be nervous. He 
said he was not used to such proceedings, 
and had been compelled to neglect other 
work to cume to Nyack. 

Mr. Sage was dressed in a plain black 
suit, and wore a well worn pair of shoes, 
looking generally as if he were an old man 
living on a limited income. 

‘Lhe referee announced that the sale was 
about to take place. Mr. Sage jumped up 
ahd asked that the sale be adjourned. He 
said he had not seen his farm for several 
months and he would like to look over it and 
see how much he could “ afford” to. bid 
upon it, as he wanted to buy it in. After 
some talk the referee allowed Mr. Sage an 
hour to consult with his local lawyers. 

Then, after eonsiderable discussion, Mr. 
Sage persuaded the referee to adjourn the 
sale. He requested. time, saying that the 
matter was worrying him, and he did not 
want to lose by the transaction. . 

The sale was adjourned to Saturday, May 
16, and a look of content and satisfaction 
passed over! Mr. Sage’s features when the 
referee made this announcement. Mr. 
Demarest, who was present, offered to sell 
his wife’s mortgage for $1,500, but Mr. Sage 
shook his head and said: ‘* No, Ican’t afford 
to give you more than $500 for it.”” Mr. 
Demarest did not sell. ' '

This building, dedicated to the advance- 
ment of practical science, is the gift/of Mr.

Proposition That Staggers Londoners. 


Two Philadelphians, Messrs. Dillwyn and 
Alfred Parish, who built the first successful 
street railway lines in BWngland, have 
startled London by a proposition to take 
over, I believe, all of the tramway lines of 
the metropolis. They are backed by a pow- 
erful financial syndicate and offer to pay to 
the ratepayers of London as an annual 
rental for the lines which are now or are 
about to come under the control of the Lon- 
don County Council their total present net 
earnings. The lines are at present all oper- 
ated by horse power, but the syndicate pro- 
posed to run them by electricity and to make 
its profit by increased efficiency and perhaps 
cheapness of operation. Their proposition 
has quite taken away the breath of London, 
since their offer would amount to an annual 
rcntal of £122,000, while the best other offer 
the authorities have received is £41,000. 

The syndicate’s offer is hotly discussed in 
the newspapers, but public expression is 
thus far in its favor. London is probably 
the worst equipped in the matter of tram- 
ways of any large civilized city in the world. 
There is not a single line existing in the 
fashionable or business section of the me- 
tropolis. The present lines run only through 
the outlying parts of the vast city. 


Secret of Rhodes’ Recklessness.

ALL EYES ON SALISBURY. 


WHAT HE MAY DO CONSTITUTES THE 
REAL FOREIGN NEWS. 


The Transvaal Incidents Are Import- 
ant, but Whatever May Follow Is of 
Small Consequence Compared with 
the Rumor of the Possible Resigna- 
tion of Great Hritain’s Prime Min- 
ister—Possibility of Persia Passing 
Under Rassian Control. 

New York, May 2.—(Special.]—Lord Salis- 
bury has no intention of resigning—that 
seems ‘to be the most important item of in- 
telligence from England. Certainly it if more 
important to the British Empire as a ‘whole 
and to}the reat of mankind than the publi- 
cation of captured dispatches incriminating 
the chartered company in the Transvaal 
raid, or even than the conviction and death 


sentence of five of the raiders and the com- |. 


mutation of that sentence into nobody yet 
knows what lesser penalty. 

We talk lightly about the resignation ofa 
British Prime Minister, forgetting some- 
times that he is the real ruler of the empire 


and that in his hands rests a power greater . 


for good or ill to the world as a whole than 
that of any other ruler in Christendom or 
heathendem. , 

Lord Salisbury’s retirement would mean 
the reconstruction of the present ministry. 
None can say who would succeed him, nor 
what the capacity may be of Mr. Balfour or 
of the Duke of Devonshire for governing an 
emptre, nor what relation Mr. Chamberlain 
would hold to the new ministry, nor what 
the effect on public opinion or on the balance 
of political power in England would be. 

The Transvaal business is an incident, an 
episode—of great interest, no doubt, and of 
some immediate danger not to England but 
to certain Englishmen, and perhaps with 
some bearing on the future relations of En- 
land and the South African republic. It 
very much enhances for the moment the 
general fame of President Kruger. It may 
diminish Mr. Chamberlain a little also for 
the moment only. It threatens to complete 
the political ruin of Mr. Cecil Rhodes, if he 
shall in the end prove to be as gravely com- 
promised as the dispatches indicate, which 
I believe is a misfortune for South Africa 
and for Great Britain. It may force the 
government at home to cancel the charter of 
the South Africa company. 

It still further-~.compromises Dr. Jame- 
son, before. whom looms the ugly vision of 
an English jail. It) may cause the recall of 
Sir Hercules Robingon, High Commissioner 
at the Cape, and bring an honorable career 
to a not very creditable end. Other effects 
it may have, but what are they all‘*compared 
to the questions of Imperial! policy which are 
put at issue even by the unaccredited and 
speedily contradicted rumor of Lord Salis- 
bury’s resignation as Prime Minister. 

It is worth while to try to maintain a sense 
of the true proportion of things. Lord Salis- 
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under the name of a graduated income tax 
a policy of graduated confiscation. 

France will remember all this for some 
time to come. His successor, M. Meline, 
comes in as a moderate. He is a protection- 
ist, but it is not protection which is in issue. 
His mission is to restore and maintain the 
constututional balance of power. There is 
to be no cenfiscation and no income tax. 1f 
this Chamber will, after its month of reflec- 
tion and of confidential intercourse with its 
constituents, accept that program, well and 
good.

ARMY REFORM BILL LIKELY TO DIS- 
RUPT THE CABINET.

Emperor's Friends Oppose the Meas~ 
ure, but the Pressure for Its Ap- 
proval Is Too Strong to Ignore— 
Resignations of Chancellor Hohen- 
lohe and Other High Officials Pre- 
dicted When the Royal Signature Is 


Attached to the Bill. ? 
Berlin, May 2.—(Copyright, 1896, by the As- 
sociated Press.J—Rumors of another Cabinet 
crisis have been current throughout the 
week, and some of the newspapers have even 
gone to the extent of predicting the resigna- 
tion of the Imperial Chancellor, Prince Ho- 
henlohe, and the Minister for War, Gen. 
Bronsart von Schellendorf, immediately 
upon the return of the Emperor to this city. 
The cause of the conflict is said to be the 
proposed reform of the military tribunals. 
According to information obtained from in- 
ner cireles, the following is the position: 
Th military court procedure is antiquated, 
dating from 1848, and is full of abuses. Un- 
der it publicity is rigorously refused and 
trials are only conducted [n public in the 
case of the Luvariuanarmy. Gen. Spitz, who 
is looked upon as likely to be appointed 
President of the Imperial Court-Martial, 
drafted a bill to remedy these defects, and 
the measure was approved by the Cabinet 


and the Bundesrath. The bill is now before 


the Emperor, who, so far, has not come to 
a decision regarding it. The King of Sax- 
ony, whose counsel is greatly valued by the 
Emperor, opposes the bill, and so does Gen. 
von Hahnke, chief of the Military Cabinet, 
and the Lieut.-Gen. von Plossen, who is the 
Emperor’s favorite aide-de-camp. In ‘spite 
of this opposition it is believed likely the 
Emperor will approve the bill. He is, how- 
ever, greatly annoyed at the press campaign 
on this subject, which is looked upon as in- 
tended to put him at variance with the Cab- 
inet, and the more so because he half be- 
lieves the projected reform will weaken the 
discipline of the army. v 


Hohenlohe Has Broken Down. 


It is an undoubted fact that Prince Hohen- 
lohe’s health is shattered. He cannot at- 
tend to his duties In the Reichstag and Bun- 
desrath, and his resignation of the offiee of 
Chancellor cannot be far distant. But the 
Emperor is unable as yet to decide upon his 
successor. Count Philip von, Eulenburg, 
Gen. von Waldérsee, and Gen. von Al- 
vensleben are mentioned as Prince Hohen- 
lohe’s possible successor. The two last- 
named are committed to military reforms.

Delicate Operation Performed Success- 
fully by New York Surgeons. 

James Neary, whose right eye has been 
totally blind for six months, had an operation 
performed on Wednesday at the Metropoli- 
tan Hospital which, it is expected, will result 
in fully restoring his sight. Dr. C. C. Boyle 
of the New York Ophthalmic:Hospital per- 
formed the operation, assisted by Dr. C. R. 
Wendt of the Metropolitan Hospital staff. 

When the patient was stretched on the op- 
erating table the region about the blind eye 
was) thoroughly cleansed with green soap, 
and the eye itself was washed with bichloride 
of mercury. Cocaine was freely applied to 
deaden the pain caused by the removal of the 
cataract. 
ous jincision in the upper portion of the cor- 
nea, near the conjunctiva. A needle was 
then inserted into the pupil and the capsule 
of the opaque lens w&s torn. After this the 
surgeons applied gentle pressure to the low- 
er portion of the eyeball, until the opaque 
lens, the cataract, was forced through the 
opening. : 

The iris was then straightened out into its 
normal position, the eye was gently closed 
and bandaged, and the operation was over.

He does not. buy hats; he is only a sort of 
broker, as “he actual work of rejuvenating a 
hat is do: ) by some dyeing and repairing 
establishm ~ which makes a specialty of 
this business. { 

These establishments form the maelstrom 
towards which are drawn the discarded hats 
from.all sources. Here the hat of the pluto- 
crat mixes with that of the lawyer, the 
merchant, and the dry goods clerk, undergo- 
ing the same process of cleaning or dyeing. 
All distinctions of rank disappear in the 
dyeing vat, where nutria, hare, and shoddy 
are on an equal footing, all soaking in the 
new color, which, together with a fresh 
binding, assures them a new lease of life. 
If they could talk to each other while float- 
ing in the dye one could hear many an in- 
teresting story as to previous experiences 
and as to how they got there. For it is not 
only natural decrepitudes that brought them 
to the rejuvenating establishment. Many a 
hat is bréken down in the bloom of its youth 
as a result of a lively “ebate in some saloon 
or gambling-house, as a victim to the sand- 
bag of a highwayman, to some frolic on the 
Bourd of Trade, or to the blasts that roar 
around the sky-scrapers of Chicago. 


Become “ New, Elegant Goods.” 


All these dilapidated specimens are thor- 
oughly braced up by the tonic of dye, shel- 
lac, hot iron, and fresh binding, and when 
they leave the hands of the manipulator they 
look quite respectable and wander into the 
cheaper stores as “* hew, elegant goods at 50 
cents on the doltar.’’ From here the re- 
juvenated hat goes to the small clerk, the 
laboring man, the farmer, and so on down 
the scale of the social ladder to the tramp, 
until it reaches the end of its useful career. 


Even in the last stages, perched on top of a. 


scarecrow in a farmer's cornfield, its useful- 
ness continues until a gust of wind blows it 
out into the road, where by the influence of 
rain and sunshine it soon f:iillls the destiny 
of all organic matter by returning dust to 
dust. 

The career of a hat is a short one, its aver- 
age of life after leaving the factory and up 
to the time it gets into the hands of the hat 
doctor being not more than six months. The 
seiik hat lasts somewhat longer, and its ex- 
perience is generally atittie more varied than 
that of the derby or soft hat. ‘When a silk 
hat reaches the rejuvenating stage it is a 
more pliable subject in the hands of the ma- 
hipulators than any of its other comrades. 

While the possibilities of the renewin «| 
process in soft and derby hats are limite 
almost anything, from a thorough reshaping 
of brim and crown to the repairing of a big 
rent, can be done with a Silk hat. Its process 
of social degeneration is also slower. The 
costumers that buy second-hand silk hats 
are a peculiar class. Undertakers and livery 
stable keepers buy them by the dozen for 
the use of their employés. The shabby 
genteel, the penurious man, the country 
doctor, the poorly galaried pastor, the pro- 
fessional lecturer and faker buy them for 
their own use, and the barn-storming, rail- 
road-tie-counting disctple of Thespis is not 
the least customer for the shining black tile. 

Altogether, it would be interesting ta fol- 
low up the career of almost any hat through 
the various stages of its brief existence, and 
it is really a pity that such inanimate ob- 
eects as hats, which by their close contact 

ith the thinking apparatus of man have 
the best chance of imbuing their thoughts, 
cannot reveal the same.

Solemn High Mass in the Church at 
Wabash Avenue and Eldredge 
Ceurt to Commemornate Father St. 
Cyr’s Work in 1833, When He Came 
Here from St. Louis to Start a Con- 
gregation—Indians His Assistants— 
Records Saved in the Great Fire. 

The oldest church in. Chicago is St. Mary’s, 
Wabash avenue and EMredgq court. Its 
sixty-third anniversary will be observed by 
solemn high mass this morning, with the aid 
of a choir increased by two-score voices. 

St. Mary’s history is full of interest. Be- 
sides its distinction of being the oldest con- 
gregation of any denomination in Chceago 
the first white child bern in the city was bap- 
tized within its walls. 


Father John Mary Irenaeus St. Cyr, to. 


found the church, came here from St. Louis 
early in 1833, the stage journey requiring 
two weeks. He said liis first mass here in 
a log ‘cabin owned by Mark Beaubien on 
Sunday, May 5, 1833.

Loose, Flowing Gowns Indispensable to 
Women Who Desire Comfort at 
Home in Hot Weather. . 


Loose, flowing gowns of lawn, dimity, 
gingham, or any of the numerous washable 
fabrics are indispensable to the woman who 
desires comfort at home in the summer, 
The one shown here is made on exceedingly 
simple lines, having a bias back seam to 
supply the necessary fullness in the skirt. 
Neither'shirrings nor pleatings are needed, 
It has no seams but shoulder and under arm, 
besides the bias one in the back, soit appeals 
to the woman who wishes to make it herself. 
The sleeve is of the bishop shape. It is sup- 
plied with a draw string at the wrist, which 
being withdrawn facilitates laundering. 
The large collag may be made separate, 
the neck being Tinished with a band over 
which ribbon collars are.worn. 

A pink and white striped lawn had the col- 
lar bound with pink washable ribbon an inch 
wide. A collar of the same ribbon three 


inches wide finished the neck. Ruffles onthe 


sleeves were also bound with ribbon. 

A white lawn wrapper with cherry colored 
ribbons was a dainty looking garment. The 
collar and sleeves were trimmed with ruf- 
fies of lawn edged with narrow Valenciennes 
lace, a half inch insertion being let in half 
an inch from the lace. 

A blue and white gingham had a collar of 
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1844. 


Then he had lumber brought to Chicago by 
boat:from St. Joseph, Mich.; and his church, 
Dearborn and Lake streets, was completed 
by October at a cost of $4Q0.

It was much more prétentious than 
the first one, $4,000 having been spent on its 
construction. The fire of 1871 destroyed the 
church, but the records were saved. 

The Plymouth Congregational Church 
property, Wabash avenue and Eldredge 
court, was purchased after the fire, and St. 
Mary’s has been there since that time.

LOST THE DAY FOR A BREAKFAST 


How the History of the Civil War Was 
Changed. 

Utica Observer: “ Charging is the last re- 
sort. of brave but baffled commanders,” said 
a local critic of military affairs, ‘“‘ and it 
almost always results disastrously.” 

Thirty-one years ago today the affairs of 
the Confederate army of Northern Virginia 
were desperate enough to warrant its brave 
commander, Gen. Robert E. Lee, to resort to 
charging. §So it came to pass on the morning 
of the 25th day of March, 1865, he made a 
break through the Union lines and opened 
the way to City Point, which, if he could 
have reached and held,’ would have pro- 
longed the civil war for at,least another 
year. 

The preliminaries were well arranged. 
First of all a hundred men appeared in front 
of our picket line and announced themselves 
as North Carolina deserters. They were all 
armed, but the officer in charge of our pick- 
ets welcomed them and told them to bring in 
their guns, as Gen. Grant had recently issued 
an order commanding his Quartermasters 
to pay for all guns brought tn from the rebel 
ranks.. So this hundred of armed men were 
graciously invited to march in behind our 
pickets. When once there they turned sud- 
denly upon the astonished Union troops and 
requested them to ®@urrender in words too 
impolite to print. ,And the picket had no 
choice but to obey. 

In the rear of the picket line stood Forts 
Haskell and #$tedman, garrisoned by the 
Fourteenth New York Artillery, several of 
whom belonged in Utica. In the early dawn 
of that mild March morning the sleeping 
members of the Fourtéenth were awakened 
by the — “Yi! yi!’ of the rebel troops, 
who poun in upon them 10,000 strong or 
more. They were under the command of 
Gen. Willlam Mahone of Virginia. After 
capturing the Fourteenth they were to move 
forward to City Point. 

But here an obstacle arose that neither Ma- 
hone nor Gen. Lee had foreseen. That ob- 
stacle was our supplies of food. It was ut- 
terly impossible to get the Confederates, who 
were actually starving, beyond our soft 

and coffee, our fresh beef and salt 
pork, “The whole body paused and went to 
atl drinking, and making merry without 
reg be: the conclusion of that well-known 
sa ** For tomorrow we die.”” It was all 
in’ that Gen, Mahone threatened and 
swore and coaxed his men.

JAPAN WANTS UNCLE SAWS CUSTOM. 


Big Steamship Cupane Will Start a 
Line to This Country. 

The steamship Empress of China arrived 
at Vancouver recently from Japan. A new 
steamship company is fh process of forma- 
tion by leading capitalists of Japan. It 
will start with a capital approximating 
3,000,000 yen (somewhat under $3,000,000 
gold), with power to increase it to 5,000,000 
yen if necessary. Application for a charter 
has been submitted to the authorities. The 
scheme is to open two routes—one to New 
York and the other to Europe. The former 
will give service to Portland, Ore., and other 
points, while the latter will call at Ham- 

burg. London, and other points commer. 
cially connected with Japan. 

The object of opening a service to New 
York is to facilitate the ex of sul- 
phur, silk goods, and other Shoumvatiition al- 
ready exported in large quantities to Amer- 
ica from Japan. ht steamers of 5,000

Lect- 
ures and talks. upon hygiene:-and kindred 
subjects are doubtless responsible for this 
in a great degree, and the general habit of 
serving fresh fruits also militates against 
pie. Working-girls have learned to eat 
brcwn bread, milk, fruit, and ice-cream in 
place of pie and coffee, and, as far as they 
are concerned, pie is doomed. The mascu- 
line luncher still clings fondly to pie; there 
is nothing else which can be swallowed so 
quickly and -easily. But he, too, is begin- 
ning to afford the extra minute necessary 
to dispose of a dish of pudding or a saucer 
of berries. And the more expensive the 
luncheon or dinner, the smaller are the 
chances that a piece of pie will be included 
in it, = . 

At many of the bakeries the same thing 
is noticed. Private families order and buy 
far fewer pies than formerly, and even the 
light housekeepers.are transferring much 
of their affection to “‘ health ’’ crackers and 
biscuits. They are ‘‘ so English,” and retain 
their freshness -far longer than pie. Tea 
cakes and muffins are very popular for the’

The German-American remembered 
with affection the characteristic cookery of 


confectioners claim that they also are 
responsible for the passing of pie. ‘‘ Tea 
and muffins’’ is a far more stylish order 
for the wearied shopper who drops in to 
rest and recuperate than “* pie and lemon- 
ade,’’ which used to be the favored repast, 
but on the side of healthfulness they are 
about even. If Chicago people become An- 
glicized enough to partake of hot cakes 
with the variety and constancy of their En- 
glish cousins they might as well stick to 
pie, and this is precisely what they are do- 
ing, according to the confectioners who 
cater to the “ ladies’ trade.”’ 

The evolution of pie has been very gradual. 
It began with the thickening of the fruit 
layer. Any one who has eaten restaurant 
pie for years will attest this fact if he only 
thinks back long enough. The pies sold now 
are much thicker as to fruit and thinner as 
to paste than of old. The English pie of 
two inches of fruit with only a top covering 
of paste is promised now, but if it comes it 
will not be sold as cheaply as the indigenous 
variety, nor will it be so conveniently eaten, 
In fact, it will not be the pie of this coun- 
try at all, and will never become so popular 
as the thinner kind which has held its own 
solong. But meanwhile the pie grows stead- 
ily thicker, and the progress towards the 
tart is regular and constant. Pie with ice 
cream, which is only a form of meringue, is 
exceedingly popular, and one of the swellest 
restaurants in town serves as its especial 
dainty small tarts baked in fragile molds 
or cases of paste, and each one containing 
an apple, an apricot, or a spoonful of cooked 
fruit. A small quantity of ice cream is 
placed on top of the filling, and in winter 
this is replaced by whipped cream or frost- 
ing. This, the management claims, is a dish 
at once wholesome and toothsome, and they 
claim that when this is on the bill of fare 


very few pies are prepared. And it is the + 


same with several kinds of puddings, to say 
nothing of fruit desserts.or ice cream. }

MACVEAGH ON "ALTGELD. 

Mr. Franklin MacVeagh, late Democrat- 
ic candidate for Senator, criticises Gov. 
Altgeld’s position on the silver question 
tenderly and ‘almost déferentially, but he 
shows with great clearness that the Gov- 
ernor in his assault on ex-Mayor Hopkins 
is not a bimetallist, as he falsely calls him- 
self, but isa rabid free silver monomet&llist, 
Mr. MacVeagh demonstrates that Altgeld’s 
policy of free coinage 6f silver at the ratio 
of 16 to 1 would drive/all the gold out of 
circulation, while the silver dollars now in 
use would lose half their purchasing power, 
and hence there would occur a terrific con- 
traction of the currency, 

Mr. MacVeagh wonders why Altgeld 
* works for silver monometallism and talks 
for bimgtallism.’’ He declines to accept any 
solution of this puzzle which reflects upon 
Altgeld’s “intellectual integrity.””. 9 And 
yet if it be assumed that the Governor is a 
man of ability or only of fair intelligence 


‘what solution can there be which does not 


reflect on the “ intellectual integrity ” Mr, 
MacVeagh says he possesses ? 

If the question of bimetallism were a new 
one and the problem submitted to Altgeld 
was: “ What shall be done to enable gold 
and silver to circulate together in this 
country in bimetallic partnership ?”’ he would 
give but one answer, if an intelligent man, 
He would return the answer Jefferson gave 
early in the history of the republic and 
that was yiven by the Democrats: who 
changed the coinage ratio in Jackson’s time, 
Altgeld would say, like them, that the first 
thing to be done was to ascertaiu the com- 
mercial ratio of the two metals according 
to relative weight, and then coin gold and 
silver dollars in accordance with that ascer- 
tained ratio. After he/had found out from 
the goldsmiths and the Bilversmiths and the 


‘bullion dealers that the commercial ratip 


was about 31 to 1 he would adopt that and 
go ahead with his bimetallic coinage. 
Instead of seeking for the commercial 
ratio, as Jefferson and/|Jackson did in 1792 
and 1834, and as all other statesmen 
have done When about establishing a bi- 
metallic coinage, the reédkless, harem scarem 
Altgeld insists on the adoption of the ab- 
surdly uncommercial ratio of 16 to 1, which 
is about 50 per cent away from the true one. 
And yet Mr. MacVeagh says Altgeld is an 
“able” and an “ honest’? man, possessed 
of “intellectual integrity.” Not on cur- 
rency legislation and bimetallism, surely. 
If he is the first of these he cannot be the 
second and the third. On the national money 
question he i is a charlatan and a fraud. 


“PUT AMBITION FROM THEE,” WILLIAM. 

Genial, joking Billy Mason went to 
Springfield last week for the purpose ef get- 
ting a Senatorial nomination from the State 
convention. He had cultivated many coun- 
ty conventions for months previous,,and 
the delegates elected by a few of them were 
“instructed ” in his favor. He had san- 
guiné hopes, for he is optimistical about the 
Senatorship, but they wilted and withered 
as on previous occasions. 

There was a-meeting in the Leland Hotel 
parlor, at which Mr. Masop was enthusi- 
astically indorsed by people present, some 
of whom were in earnest, while others were 


in fun, and many of them were not dele- | 


gates. But the convention itself, a much 
more important gathering, ignoréd the Sen- 
atorial instruction question entirely and left

ANOTHER PHASE OF SERVANTGIRLISM. 

The question of domestic service is 
brought into prominence once more by a 
strike of the Servant Girls’ Union of West 
Superior, Wis., by which many of the fam- 
ilies of that city are left to depend upon 
their own efforts for order, cleanliness, and 
victuals in-the household. The affair is 
complicated by threats to extend the revolt 
to the neighboring and more famous Town 
of Duluth, giving the affair an inter-State 
aspect. 

But the question itself, which as a topic 
of conversation divides the time of all good 
housewives with the equally immanent mat- 
ter of the weather, is not one that the writ- 
ten law is likely, to reach. Itis of all the 
sociological questions presented to us the 
one before which American precedents and 
traditions stand most nearly helpless. 1n- 
deed, it is not, upon ultimate analysis, an 
American question at all, sinée in our ideal 
democratic republic all stand equal before 
the law and social barriers and distinctions 
are officially lacking. Our ancestors satis- 
fied themselves with negroes und the chil- 
dren of their social equals when menial 


work beyond the ability or desire of their 


own families had to be undertaken, and the 
inheritance we have received from them did 
not contemplate any of the emergencies 
which have now arisen,

These provided for the 
matter rights itself; but, left unheeded, 
strikes and their coneomitant discomforts 
are inevitable.

He knows already, more 
accurately than the’ Roentgen ray can ever 
tell him, the natur@ of his disease. If he 
does not know it he can see it by examining 
colored. pictures of/ these organs in the 
offices of specialists or at the Washing- 
tonian Inebriates’ Home. He can read it 
in the books. Any doctor can tell him. If 
he wants to know how he looks outside, a 
looking-glass in his own room will give hii 
the A B C rays, abd they will tell him no 
lies about his red gose, his flabby cheeks, 
his puffed face, hig crimson skin, and his 
watery eyes. If heis not satisfied with his 
own picture he can look at other drunkards 
in all stages of bibulosity from the phase 
of idiotic laughter to the phase of lying in 
the gutter into whieh they have been kicked 
by the saloonkeeper. The drunkard need 
have no difficulty at any time about seeing 
himself inside and outside. It does not 
need an X ray to tell him he is burned out, 
that he is a physical wreck, and that his 
end is to be delirium tremens, the poor- 
house, the penitentiary, or the insane asy- 
lum. a 

Miss Willard dodges the point. She 
knows all this wellénough. She knows that 
up to the present time the only certain med- 
ical remedy for thie disease of dipsomania 
is the Keeley cure.

CUTTING DOWN THE NAVY INCREASE. 

That the Senate has less concern for the 
condition of the ¢ountry than the House, 
that it is less patriotic than the House, that 
it cares less for the sentiments and wishes 
of the people—all these things go without 
saying. Hence it will surprise no one that 
the bill which passed the House in March 
last authorizing the construction of four 
battleships and fifteén torpedo boats was 
amended in the Senate on Friday so as to 
reduce the numbér of battleships to two. 
It is a little remarkable that the torpedo 
boats were left untouched. It is still more 
remarkable that the Senate did- not adopt 
the amendment of that pestilent Populist, 
Allen of Nebraska, and strike out all the 
battleships. As it was, one-third of the 
number voting voted for it. \ 

Under the operation of the Senate amend- 
ment, when all our first-class battleships are 
completed we shall have six as compared 
with the 29 of Great Britain, the latter 
figures not including those in process of 
construction. Of battleships of all classes 
we shall have 12 as compared with the 65 
of Great Britain. Ina word, Great Britain 
will possess a superiority of fighting power 
in first-class ships of the line of 9 to 1, and 
in battleships of all classes of 74% to 1. 
Comparing the totals for battleships and 
cruisers we have 43 ships to the 208 of 
Great Britain. As to torpedo boats, we 
have one whereas Great Britain has 131, 
Germany 116, France 108, Italy 106, Russia 
78, and even Spain has 36, and 62 of the 
British vessels are torpedo boat destroyers. 
In the event of a war with Great Britain 
its superiority over us on the high seas under 
present conditions would be in the ratio of 
6.4 tol. When all the vessels provided for 
are completed that ratio will be still greater. 
As to the contention that we could quickly 
create a navy, Admiral Walker in his state- 
meut before the committee sufficiently dis- 
posed of it. He said: 

Modern navies are of slow growth. They are not 
created. The modern battleship, costly and in- 
tricate, puts a heavy discount upon mere resource- 
fulness and energy, of which we have abundance, 
and a heavy premium upon gun, ship, and armor 
pullding plants, of which, for the magnitude of the 
task in hand, we should fird that we possessed an 
altogether inadequate supply. - With every factory, 
snill, and shipyard working at ful! blast it would 
sake from seven to ten years to cancel that pre- 
vonderance of 6.4 to 1. 

The culpable neglect and indifference of 
the Seriate in the matter of naval increase 
makes it all the more imperative that the 
House fortification bill should now be 
passed, so as to add all possible effective- 
ness to the navy by enabling it to operate 
without any necessity for engaging in 
coast or harbor defense. The seacoast and 
lake cities must now be protected, as it is 
useless to look to the navy. As the Senate 


has refused materially to increase the navy

The big, fat republic that is afraid of nothing 
because nothing up to the present date has hap- 
pened to make her afraid is as unprotected as a 
jellyfish., Not internally, of course—it would be 
madness for any power to throw men into 
America; they would die—but as far as regards 
coast defense, from five miles out at sea a ship 
of the power of her. Majesty's ship Collingwood 
would wipe out every town from San Francisco 
to Long Branch; and three first-class dronclads 
would account for New York, Bartholdi's Statue, 
and all. 

Reflection this: '"Twould be‘ pay up or go up ”’ 
round the entire coast of the United States. 

THE RAVENSWOOD INDIGNATION MEET- 

That the meeting called at Ravenswood 
to express indignation at the assault re- 
cently ¢ommitted by Dr. Keeton on Prin- 
cipal ‘Kletzing, though largely attended, 
should have failed of its object will strike 
If those who 
tabled the resolutions of condemnation had 
disputed’ the facts in the case or even of- 
fered the slightest excuse for Dr. Kéeton’s 
conduct their course would at least bave been 
consistent, but how intelligent people could 
tacitly admit the disgraceful charges and 
then obstruct a meeting called to dénounce 
such brutality is something of a mystery. 

The pretext was that the matter had béen 
taken to the courts, as if there were danger 
of Dr. Keeton being punished too much, 


But if the excuse were sincere it was cer- 


tainly weak, for no person in Chicago who 
has assaulted a public school teacher has 


‘been punished in court or anywhere else. } 


Several cases of this kind have occurred 
within a year or two, and, though in every 
instance the assault was as unprovoked and 
as brutal as it could be made, the assailant 
was acquitted and‘ escaped punishment. 
The only construction that can be placed ou 
the non-committal course of Dr. Keeton’s 
friends is that, while they hesitate to avow 
it, they regard it as a venial offense to as- 
saulta school teacher with or without cause. 

If the accounts which have been published 
and which have not been seriously ques- 
tioned are truthful and accurate, the of- 
fense of Dr. Keeton was one of the most 
causeless, brutal, and unpardonable ever 
committed in this city. Because his young 
son had failed in his examinations, even 
when Principal Kletzing had treated him 
with undeserved partiality, Dr. Keeton went 
to the school building and struck him down 
and stamped him in the face with his boot- 
heel, almost in the very presence of his 
pupils,, As the principal was only a pigmy 
at best, and his assailant struck him when 
sitting down and from behind, the act was 
dastardly as well as unprovoked and brutal. 
‘That there should be people in Ravenswood 
who are unwilling to repudiate such an act 
isa phenomenon that needs explanation.

The guar- 
antee of a “ shroud of good material ”’ and 
an undertaker in good standing is not in dis- 
pute, and there is convincing evidence of good 
faith in the list of cemeteries on the com- 
pany’s cir¢ulars from which the beneficiary 
can make his choice for a final resting place. 
If there were any ground for suspicion it 
might be in the declaration that the guar- 
anty includes the presence of a minister 
carefully chosen with reference té the re- 
ligious leanings of the policy-holder and 
that a sermon will be preached that will be 
acceptable to all the relatives and friends, 
as well as to the peculiar views of the partic- 
ular party concerned. If it shall develop 
that the company’s official minister is suffi- 
ciently versatile to justify this last specifica- 
tion in the list of benefits then it can be said 
that the Nationa! Supply and Contract com- 
pany, though blocked at the threshold of 
Massachusetts, is denied more in sadness 
than in anger and has no blots on. its es- 
cutcheon that Massachusetts knows of. 


SENATOR STEWART FIGURES IN AN OB- 
JECT LESSON. 

A recént incident in the United States 
Senate reported by a contemporary, fur- 
nishes a forcible object lesson on the evils 
of betting. The naval appropriation bill 
was under discussion and Senator Stewart 
arose to speak. Two young men in the gal- 
lery were watching the proceedings and 
when Mr. Stewart began one offered to 
wager the other that the Senator would 
allude to “ the crime of ’73” before fifteen 
minutes had expired. The offer itself was 
a sad illustration of how deeply rooted the 
betting habit has become. Here was a Sen- 
ator beginning a speech on a naval bill, and 
yet a youth wants to bet that in fifteen 
minutes the Senator will have injected ré- 


marks on the “ crime of ’73,” a totally irrel- 


evant subject. His companion undoubted- 
ly realized the necessity of teaching the 
youth a lesson, for on no other ground can 
his takipg the bet be explained. It is not 
probable the youth will benefit much by the 
loss of his money, for of coursehe did not 
win on such a ridiculous proposition, but 
possibly his experience may serve as a 
warning to other young men similarly dis- 
posed, and hence be profitable. The Sen- 
ator himself seemed almost a party tothe 
carrying out of the lesson, for with nice 
accuracy,in reference to the moral involved, 
his first reference to the * crime of 73 ” was 
not brought into his speech until sixteen 
minutes had expired.

FORGERY AND BRIBERY.

Suth evidence, lying at the foundation 
of legislative action, must be fairly and honestly 
given, and not purehaséd by considerations mov- 
“ng to the signers of the petition. An agreément 
on the part of a corporation to grant to individuals 
certain privileges in consideration that they will 
withdraw their opposition to the passage of @ 
legislative act touching the interests of the cor- 
poration is against sound public policy, prejudicial 
to correct apd just legislation, and void.

Then the men who are 
trying to buy an ordinance for a right of 
way on Jackson street east of the river will 
not be quite so ready to part with their 
money. lor they will see that an ordinance 
procured unlawfully will be worth nothing 
to them, 


SETTLEMENT IN THE PLAYFAIR-KITSON 
CASE. 

Dr. Playfair has disappointed the leaders 
of the medical profession in London by set- 
tling the libel suit that was brought against 
him successfully by Mrs. Kitson and not 
carrying it up to the appeal court for final 
adjudication. The verdict of the jury was 
$60,000, but he has compromised for 
$42,500, in addition to the costs of the trial, 
which will amount to $10,000 more. 

Dr. Playfair probably was the favorite 
obstetrician of London before this suit was 
brought. His mistake in thinking he could 
reveal the secrets of his patients which he 
had learned in the course of his professional 
attendance has cost him this large sum of 
money and ruined his future practice. The 
sympathy of the public has been entirely 
with Mrs. Kitson ard:has furnished a de- 
cision more decisive in a practical way 
than any that could be rendered by an 
appeal court as to the responsibilities a 
physician assumes when he enters the sick- 
room, Dr. Playfair rested his defense en- 
tirely on the fact fhat Mrs. Kitson was the 
wife of his wife’s brother, and that when in 
attending Mrs. Kitson he made the alleged 
discovery of her wrong-doing his duty to 
his family honor required him to warn his 
wife. He alleged he extended Mrs. Kitson 
all the consideration proper in the case by 
agreeing to keep her secret provided she 
would leave London and sever finally all 
relations with his family, and that when she 
refused he was justified for the protection 
of the family name fo divulge the factk. 

The trial was one of the most sensational 
ever held in London. Mr. Kitson stood by 
his wife bravely, and Dr. Playfair’s. case 
grew darker daily from the opening of the 
first session of court. The circumstances 
which he offered as extenuating elicited not 
the slightest sympathy for him, and as to 
his main contention it was shown he could 
have prevented Mrs. Kitson from calling 
on his wife in many other ways than by re- 
sorting to the unprofessional proceeding of 
which he was guilty. Whether his original 
charge against Mrs, Kitson was true or not 
was given little prominence in the case, and 
the Judge, jury, spectators, and nearly ail 
London united in approving. a_ verdict 
against him awarding the highest damages 
probably that have ever been given ina 
libel suit in England. The medical profes- 
sion has little reason for requiring a decis- 
ion from a higher court if it is seekng a 
precedent for a rule of conduct. 


A “NEW” ATOMIC THEORY. 

A Washington correspondent tells of a 
young man at the national capital who is 
alleged to be “the prophet of the philoso- 
phy of vibrations ” and is troubling the sci- 
entists of the Smithsonian with a new tlie- 
ory of the universe. This new teacher holds 
that the accepted atomic theory is all wrong, 
that the atom is not an infinitesimal chunk 
of matter, but is composed of spiral lines 
of energy arranged in globular form, that 
all matter is simply force in different de- 


grees of vibration, and that the intensity 


of the energy determines the form. 

There is little that is new inallthis, Itis 
fully thirty years since Helmholtz made a 
mathematical investigation of the conse- 
quences of setting up a vortical motion in a 
frictionless medium, and Sir William 
Thompson stated that if such motions were 
set up in the ether the conditions would cor- 
respond closely with the properties which 
the entities called material atoms are 
known to possess, Since then numerous ex- 
periments have been made for the produc- 
tion of vortical rings in the atmosphere, the 
processes "and phenomena attending them 
being fully explained by Prof. Dolbear in 
his “ Art of Projecting,” and the subject has 
attracted a great deal of attention by scien- 
tific students, including those of the Smith- 
sonian. The leaders among them seem to 
be convinced that the vortex ring theory of 
matter is the only one which possesses any 
reasonable degree of probability, or, as one 
of the number states the case, “ it is either 
that theory or nothing.”

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s Drama and Is Devotees : 


NTEREST in the week's engagement of 
Mme. Sarah Bernhardt, which opens to- 
morrow night at the Columbia, natur- 
ally centers in the initial performance, 

which is to be seen here for the first time. 
MM. Armand Sylvestre and Eugéne Morand 
have devised a poetic and symbolic drama 
in four acts, with Mme. Bernhardt in the 
title réle. They have called it * Izey),”’ the 
name of the protagonist. This word, it may 
be remarked again, is to be pronounced in 
three syllables, with the accent equally dis- 
tributed, but ending toward the last, some- 
what as if spelled “‘ ee-zeh-eel.”’ It is a 
work of great literary and artistic merit, 
combined with dramatic strength. 

The scene is laid in India and brings into 
it as characters Izey!, a Nautch girl; Prince 
Scyndia, in love with her unworthily; King 
Sakyamuni, the Buddha, his brother; Prin- 
cess Harastio, mother of these two last; a 
Yogi, or religious fanatic; a Brahmin, and 
others of less consequence to the develop- 
ment of the plot. .The curtain rises upon the 
public square in the capital of Oude: Onone 
side stands the palace of Izey!: on the other 
the temple of Kali, Goddess of Death. Izeyl 
has allured Scyndia to her side, although 
she is ignorant of his rank. He, to retain 
her favor—being kept in supposed seclusion 
by his mother—contrives to escape over the 
wall of the harem and steals a golden tripod 
from the dread goddess’ altar as a present 
for his love. The people learn of the sacri- 
lege and demand lIzeyl’s death. The 
Princess urges that the proper punishmént 
of such a person is contempt, and so re- 
strains them. To Izeyl she says that no 
punishment could befit her sins, and orders 
her to remain in her house. The Brahmin 
urges her death unavailingly, and Sakya- 
‘muni enters to be crowned Rajah in the 
stead of his abdicating father. To him, 
seated upon his throne, comes the Yogi 
preaching the knowledge of human suffering 
and the doctrine of the transmigration of 
souls. The King renounces his throne, and 
goes out into the wilderness. Izeyl, who 
has seen it all from her balcony, determines 
to follow him and win his love. 

The second act shows Sakyamuni, now be- 
come the Buddha, under the sacred Vo tree 
with his twelve disciples. He discourses 
upon the great renunciation and they leave 
him to his prayers. A number of Princesses 
enter to beguile him and are rebuked by the 

- Yogi, who appears at that juncture. The 
Yogi prays to Siva for their destruction and 
the Buddha intercedes for them. It lightens 
‘and as the unhappy women turn in flight 
they are stricken with age. At the Buddha's 
prayer youth is restored to them again and 
they depart with the injunction to keep their 
beauty as a divine treasure. Then comes 
Izeyl in all her splendor. Inalong colloquy, 
in which she uses all her charms, she finds 
her heart moved and becomes a disciple, re- 
nouncing all her estate in her penitence. 


In the act following, the strongest of the’ 


da Izeyl returns to her palace with the 
Yogi for the purpose of disposing of her 
goods that she may devote herself to char- 
ity. When the Yogi leaves Scyndia comes to 
tempt. her back-into her former life, he 
being now the King through Sakyamuni’s 
renounciation. In her struggle to preserve 
herself inviolate, Izeyl kills her lover and 
drags his body under a table. Harastio 
comes to take possession of the palace and to 
wish happiness to the penitent. Izeyl, igno- 
rant of the name and rank of the youth she 
has slain, confides her crime to the mother, 
w ignorant in turn, promises to shield 
wher. But his personality is revealed and

Sir Henry Irving's) production of “ The 
Bells ” was effective in many respects other 
than the character drawing and the dra- 
matic strength of the melodrama itself. 
The staging and use (or disuse) of the lights 
gave an aid to the actor which was more 
adventitious than artistic, No one can be- 
lieve, for .example, that the trial scene 
where the mesmerist exercises his uncanny 
art to wring a conféssion from the mur- 
derer’s heart could have taken place in al- 
most utter darkness while the criminal 
writhes in the brilliancy of electricity, even 
though it is all but the dream of a tortured 
conscience. Whatever was gained in that 
improbable staging in effectiveness was an 
appeal to the horror that the intellect must 
feel when confronted by such a presentation 
—and the horrible can never become art. 
When Mr. Clay presents his conception of 
Mathias it is to be hoped he will depend en- 
tirely upon his dramatie abilities and not so 
much more extraneous and unnecessary 
matters.

One of the unexpected results of the cele- 
bration of Shakspeare’s birth anniversary 
in England has been the wringing of an 
acknowledgment from the British press 
that after all is said and done, it is Germany 
and not any of the English-speaking peo- 
ples which appraises the master dramatist 
at his full worth and honors him by the high- 
estappreciation. Some of the British papers 
have been berating the players of the coun- 
try for neglecting Shakspeare’s works, be- 
wailing at the same time the loss of scope 
that has fallen upon them as an inevitable 
result. Germany, it appears, has not oniy 
made the greater number of contributions, 
both in point of numbérs and of value, to re- 
cent Shakspeareana—a fact with which all 
Americanstudentsarefamiliar—but is stead- 
ily increasing its productions of the plays, 
giving them better staging and, what is 
more, giving dramatic representation to 
plays which seem lost forever to the reper- 
tory of the English-spéaking stage. 

Chicago may wellstahd acquitted of neglect 
in respect of Shakspearean drama, however 
true it is in England.| Within a few weeks 
the people of this city have had Othello 
given by four players, Hamlet ‘by three, 
Macbeth and Shylock each by two, among 
many others. But we assuredly are guilty of 
foregoing many of his works which do not 
merit any neglect, however temporary. It 
is a good sign when so many of the younger 
men turn to him for a time, and is bound to 
give the breadth the American stage needs 
for,further development. |

CYCLING NOT GENERAL IN MEXICO. 


Bad Roads and Natural Indolence of 
Inhabitants the Cause. 

Mexico, according to the experience of a 
Chicago rider who spent several months in 
the republic with a racing team from one 
of the Chicago cycle fattories, does not 
offer inducements to tourists a-wheel. The 
City of: Mexico is well equipped with parks 
and boulevards, offering*fine opportunities, 
but that is about all to be said of the coun- 
try. No serious objection can be found to 
the roads. They are of earth, much like the 
ordinary earth roads of Illinois or other 
Middle States. Most of the travel over Mex- 
ican highways is on horseback. The roads, 


’ therefore, do not become dusty from the 


constant grinding of wheels. 

Whatever inducements are offered by the 
roads, however, are more than offset by the 
execrable character of the accommodations. 
Outside of the cities the cyclist must put up 
with the fare of the native huts, unless he is 
fortunate enough to reach a “ hacienda,” 
as the native ranches are called. There he 
is likely to be treated like a Prince, and in- 
vited to tarry as long as he sees fit. Noth- 
ing more generous than the hospitality of 
the hacienda could be wished, but they are 
Itisa safe rule 
to take no chances with the accommodations 
of the native huts unless you are willing to 
put up with the poorest of fare. In con- 
sequence,: there is but little touring in the 
republic. 

In Mexico the, people are divided accord- 
ing to their financial condition into the rich 
and the poor. Thereis no middleclass. The 
cost of a wheel, $200 in the depreciated cur- 
rency of the country, is prohibitive to all but 
the wealthy. There- is in ccnsequence but 
little cycling, except in the City of Mexico 
and the larger cities. In the City of Mexico 
there is, in addition to its parks and boule- 
vards, a cycling club with a large member- 
ship and a club-house. American racing 
teams found difficulty in inducing the Mexi- 
cans to enter thé races. Their natural in- 
dolence deters *tthem from taking part in 
cycling except as a mild recreation. Ameri- 
can wheels predominate in Mexico. A few 
years ago English machines were in high 
favor, but of late years American manu- 
facturers have largely displaced them. 


CYCLING IN EUROPE IS PLEASANT. 


How One’ Can Make the Continent 
Awhkeel at Small Expense. 

Year by year, traveling in Europe by wheel

of the continent ‘and over the polished roads 
of England, France; or Germany appeals 
irresistibly to every wheelman or wheel- 
woman. It issafe tosay there are few riders 
in Chicago or any other ¢ity who do not cher- 
ish the dream of a wheel trip abroad. The 
earlier riders over the Phoebe highways 
have inspired a spirit of emulation bearing 
fruit in an annual hegira of wheelmen for 
the other side, 

European travelin general and trips on the 
wheel in particular promise to be more in 
vogue the coming s®@fson than in any pre- 
vious year. *Wheeling on the continent is so 
different from ordinary conditions of travel 
that a few hints and suggestions from one 
who has gone over the ground are of value. 
Among the many who neve made the summer 
cycling trip abroad is Jacob Myer, manager 
of the Battery vat academy. He gives 
a few directions#f value to those who intend 
to go abroad with their wheels the coming 
summer, = 

It is of first importance not to make the 
trip too hastily. The) best results cannot 
be obtained from scorching over the con- 
tinent like a lot of cé¢ntury riders. Forty 
or fifty miles a day is enough to plan for. 
There are so many places of interest, so 
many quaint and curious towns, so many 
spots of historic association, that the tour- 
ist who attempts to break long distance rec- 
ords among them willjlose half the value of 
his trip. Three months on the other side 
will enable him to do justice to the principal 
cities and sights of England, France, and 
Germany, without slighting the points of 
interest. | , 

Never Start Out’ Alone. 


The cyclist who starts out to do the con- 
tinent alone is likely to regret his independ- 
ence, unless he falls ih with companions by 
the way. The society|of a congenial friend 
or two or of a party will divide the annoy- 
arces and more than) double the pleasures 
of the trip. The presénce of one in 4 party 
who speaks the language of the country is 
desirable but by no means necessary along 
the main traveled highways. On the routes 
most frequénted by Americans and English- 


men the cyclist will find no trouble in mak- 


ing his way, if he is willing to submit to 
trifling misunderstandings. 

Of equal importance with the most of riders 
is the question of ways and means. Few can 
afford to ignore ‘financial considerations. 
Once on the other side; all ordinary traveling 
expenses, food, and lodging, tips and inci- 
dentals, will be covered by $2 to $3 a day. 
With ordinary economy the trip can be 
made satisfactorily at no greater expense. 
The cyclist is spared jth. usual temptation 
of the tourist to load himself down with 
articles of vric-a-brac. Good accommoda- 
tions and plenty of food are provided for in 
this estimate. A trip of three months through

This requirement is 
not made of transients, unless they remein 
in a town for a month or two. ° But the lan- 
tern and bell regulations are imperative. 
The cyclist who rides through the rural 
districts, with a care for the integrity of 
his shins, will do well to equip himself with 
a whip for the defense against the swarm

DAWLEY, THE CUBAN MARK TAPLEY. 


Harper’s Weekly Correspondent and 
His Adventures—Arrested ‘Six 
Times in Three Weeks. 


Humor in connection with the Cuban war 
is a scarce commodity, but as long as there 
is a certain Yankee newspaper corresponds 
ent on the island the case is not hopeless. 
Cuban cable dispatches in the last few days 
have made frequent reference to Thomas R. 
Dawley, the Harper’s Weekly correspond- 
ent who has just been released from the Ma- 
tanzas prison and who has been arrested six 
times in three weeks. The last heard of him 
he had promptly. returned to the district in 
which he had been seized by Gen. Weyler’s 
soldiers, happy and undismayed. He is the 
Mark Tapley of the campaign. 

Mr. Dawley is a man with a history anda 
future. He is as original as the bark ona 
shag hickory. A dozen years ago he shipped 
from New England via New Orleans to Cen- 
tral America as a contract laborer on some 
wildcat railroad building scheme. He soon 
cut loose and began to roam over the various 
States of Central America, learning Spanish 
oaths and Cordillera scenery—anything that 
was picturesque. Every once in a while he 
rested—in some Spanish prison. But never,

be it understood, for crime—merely through 
misunderstanding. If he broyght wares or 
property across some imaginary line the offi- 
cials misunderstood the act for smuggling.

After spending several months in a Hom 


| duras prison-and memorializing the State 


Department at Washington in an elaborate 
protest longer than the name of a Spanish 
grandee he finally brought his wife back to 
his country and settled down a couple of 
years ago at Providence, R. I. The first 
thing he did was to write a book on Central 
Ameri¢a. The second thing was to get into 
the Providence jail. The third thing was to 
secure heavy damages from the man who 
had put him there. And now, lastly, he has 
taken to making a comparative study of 
Cuban prison interiors. 

A couple of months ago Mr. Dawley wrote 
to a “Chicago friend: ‘‘ My book is side- 
tracked for the’ present. I go to Cuba 
war correspondent for Harper’s WeekF, 
with the assurance that if I get killed I will 


get my obituary and my photo published in - 


the Weekly free of charge.’’ 

That is how the lank and angular Dawley 
came to be in company with the attenuated 
six-feet-two of McCarthy O'Leary among 
the Matanzas sugar cane when Gen... Wey- 
ler’s negro guerrillas surrounded the spot. 
It was not Dawley’s fault if O’ Leary was too 
long at one end and stuck out above the cane 
tops, revealing their whereabouts. Nor was: 
it his fault if the Spanish officers refused to 
believe him when he explained that he was 
merely making photographs to show the 
American people how the sugar cane grows. 

But innocence has prevailed again, just as 
it did a few days before when Dawley was 
arrested for attempting to photograph a 
Spanish fort at Cardenas. He naively ex- 
plained the matter to the commandant and 
proved how wrongly he had been suspected 
by offering to take a snap shot of that worthy 
free of charge. It was, of course, a mere ac- 
cident that he posed the commandant in 
front of the fort before leveling his camera 
at him, thus securing just the negative he 
wanted. 

Speaking of photographs, Mr. Dawley had 
one taken of himself shortly before leaving 
for Cuba. The photographer wanted to 
‘‘ retouch ” the negative, as all good artists 
do. But Dawley said no: he wanted pictures 
of himself. The photographer insisted and 
Dawley persisted, until finally, by offering 


' to do the retouching acts on the artist’s own 


features with his fist,’ he prevailed. The 
photographer pronounced the pictures very 
ugly, but Mr. Dawley only said: ‘“*I am 
satisfied that the likeness cannot be mistak- 
en for some one else.”’ «

Next tothe popularcrazefor bicycle riding, 
of all outdoor sports golf appears to be mak- 
ing the fastest strides igga the favor of the 
Chicago public. In the [ast year the -prog- 
ress of the game has been wonderful. New 
clubs have been formed, links laid out, and 
regular tournaments’ arranged. Where 
there was oné man a year ago who knew a 
*“ niblick ’’ from a “ lofter "’ there are now a 
hundred enthusiasts eager to play. 

The astonishing growth of public liking for 
golf is nowhere better iflustrated than at 
the Washington’ Park club. «Originally and 
principally a driving club, devoted to lovers 
of fine horsefiesh, its main feature now bids 
fair to shortly become golf. After the law 
preventing bookmaking en races was eye 3 
the Washington Park club found itself al- 
most without an object of interest in the 
way of sport. Polo on horseback was start- 
ed and proved a success, but owing to the 
hazardous and difficult nature of the game 


players. Late last falla few members began 
practicing golf, and the success of the game 
was instantaneous. 

This year the Washington Park club was 
the first in the city to get its links into work- 
ing condition. About two weeks ago the 
first strokes were made over the course and 
since then play has been continuous when 
the weather permitted. So rapidly has the 
popularity of the links increased nearly 
every afternoon of last week saw crowds of 
from ten to twenty golfers deeply interested 
in the mysteries of driving and putting. If 
the present run of enthusiasm ‘continues 
Secretary James Howard of the cluh ex- 
pects golf will be practically the only out- 
door sport of the members during the com- 
ing season. 

Liberal Expenditures on the Field. 

With this idea in view several thousand 
dollars have already been expended on the 
field where the golfing links are situated, 
and more is being spent with a lavish hand 


of shape. To keep the grass closely cut a 
large force of men is continually at work 
with scythes, rakes, and lawn mowers, while 
two horse mowing machines, a horse rake, 
and a flock of 100 sheep bring up the rear, 
New sod is being placed ‘over the poorer 
spots of the turf, the water hazards are kept.

Then 260 yards 
more carries the player to No. 3, at the 
northeast corner of the field, néar where 
the track turns into the homestretch. 

Holes Nos. 3, 4, and 5 are situated about 
the edges of*the two small lakes in the east 
end of the oval. Formerly these lakes were 
part of the steeplechase course, and between 
them was made two narrow spits of ground 
forming a path to the water jump. This ar- 
rangement makes it possible to play the

How They Fight “ Beats.” 


The furniture men have tried mutual as- 
sistance to keep abreast of these clever peo- 
ple. The Retail Furniture Dealers’ Asso- 
ciation has taken means to meetthem. Sec. 
1 of Art. V. of the by-laws of the association 
says: 

‘‘Whenever a mémber of the association ts 
defrauded by a customer out of his goods 
or money, is compelled to resort to law to 
obtain his just dues, said member is com- 
pelled to report the same to the Actuary. 
It shall be the duty of all members to 
forward to the Actuary all information 
which will be for the mutual benefit of all 
the members.” 

Secs. 3 and 4 continue: “The Actuary 
shall, once a day, mall to every member, 
under cover, on printed blanks to be fur- 
nished by the association, the name, resi- 
cence, color, and occupation of all such per- 
sons, together with the heading under 
which they have been so reported, andthe 
name ofthe member, firm, or corporation by 
whom so reported. Each member sending 
a report to the Actuary shall sign the mem- 
ber, firm, Or corporative name. The Actuary 
shall keep all reports sent to him as afore- 
said.”" But the by-laws seethat the Actuary 
can have no fun talking about what he does 
in this line or of the news that reaches his 
ears. The whole association has to keep 
very quiet on these subjects, or they all get 
into trouble. 

Another article says: *‘ Nd member shall 
divulge any information furnished him by 
the Actuary to any one not a member of 
the association. Any member who 
shall be accused in writing of giving in- 
formation furnished: him by the Actuary to 
any person, firm, or corporation not a mem- 
ber of this association, shall be fried by a 
‘committee of five, appointed by the Presi- 
dent, and, upon conviction, be Jiable to ex- 
pulsion or the payment of $100, to be recov- 
ered, if necessary, in an action at law, in 
and by the name of the association.” 

The originator of this association and its 
first President was John M. Smyth, the West 
Madison street dealer. The association now 
embraces all the leading dealers in the city 
and has done much to overcome’ the clever 
work of the professional furnitu uyers. 
-Simon Fish is the present President. The 
association is an international affair. Ohio 
claims the strongest organization, and it 
claims to have utterly hemmed in the 
*‘beats’”’ in the City of Cincinnati. A Chi- 
cago man—Alexander H,. Revell— is the head 
of the national association.

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BEGINNING OF CAMPAIGN FOR NEW | 
MUNICIPAL REVENUE LAW. 


Members of the Local Board Pian a 
Change in the, Present System of 
-) Assessments — President Birkhoff 
Talks of Some of the Reforms That 
the Legislature Will Be Asked to 
Approve—Extension of Licenses— 
Wheel ‘Tax—Condition of Market. 
The Real Estate Board has begun a cam- 
paign for a complete reform of the present 
revenue law as applied to Chicago. It will 
be waged with’ energy and with all the in- 
fluence at the command of the members of 


the board until the next State Legislature \ 


has granted the relief demanded. 

The Special Revenue committee of the 
‘Doard is busy with.plans for a new system of 
securing municipal funds which it is be- 
lieved will meet the approval of property- 
owners and will be less antiquated than the 
methods now in force. Following in general 
the ideas embodied in the revenue law sub- 
mitted at the last session of the Legislature, 
the board will ask for the union of the city 
and county, the abolition of the Town As- 
sessors and the election of one Assessor 
every five years, whose office shall be open 
throughout the year to property-owners, the 
assessment to be made once in five years, 
excepting in cases of extensive improve- 
ments or exceptional changes in valuation. 
The board will also ask that the powers of 
the City Council be enlarged to permit that 
body to make the license law apply to all 
Wagons and vehicles of every description, 
the proceeds from this source to be used fo 
improving and‘repairing the streets. x 
* Such briefly are the main features of the 
revenue law deemed advisable by the real 
estate men. The Special Revenue commit- 
tee of the board has already discussed these 
features. The board members are confident 
they will be able to carry their point, and 
cite as an instancé of their successful efforts 
in the interest of property-owners the en- 
actmc..: of the Torrens law, which from

George Birkhoff’s Views. 

“ There is an erroneous impression among 
taxpayers,”’ said George Birkhoff Jr., Presi- 
dent of the Real Estate Board, “ that the 
increase in taxes for 1895 as compared with 
1804 is either in- whole or in part for the 
benefit of the City of Chicago, to be used 
for ‘municipal purposes. In justice to the 
city government, taxpayers should know 
none of the increase goes to the city to be 
used for strictly municipal purposes. For 
instance, in the Town of South Chicago the 
rate of taxation of 6.93 per cent on the valua- 
tion. of 1894 was raised in 1895 to a little 
over 9 per cent, making an increase of 2.06 
per cent. The bulk of the increase was for 
the sanitary canal, which secured an addi- 
tional rate of 1 per cent, and for schools, 
to extravagant manage- 
ment, used an additional rate of .89 per cent, 
making for these two purposes an addition 
of 1.89 per cent. The rest of the increase, 
which is small, goes to State, county, library, 
and park’ support. These.latter increases 
are comparatively so insignificant as to be 
of little importance. The School tax will be 
considerably less in 1896, owing to the fact 
that the City Council reduced .the appro- 

tion for school purposes over $2,000,000. 
e sanitary tax will cease entirely after the 
expiration of two years.

Field-Peacock Ninety-nine-Year Lease 
Is Finally Settled. 

Real estate transfers last week amounted 
to $2,650,382, 
for the previous week and $2,894,352 for the 
corresponding week of 1895. 

The most important transaction during the 
week was the signing of the ninety-nine- 
year lease of the northeast corner of State 
and Madison streets. This lease, from Mar- 
shall Field to Charles D. Peacock, has been 
pending since February, when the terms and 
fequirements were practically agreed on, 
owing to the absence of the lessor from the 
city. The amount paid, $40,000 a year for 
seven years and $50,000 a year for the rest 
of the term, without revaluation, is consid- 
ered equitable to both parties in the deal. 
On a 5 per cent basis the valuation of the 
property is $1,000,000, or a rate of $18,867 a 
front foot and $125.28 a square foot. Other 
transactions in State street of comparative- 
ly recent occurrence, showing the value a 
square foot, are as follows: In 1890 the 
Champiain property at the southwest corner 
of State and Washington streets showed a 
value of $101 a square foot; the Pardridge 
property at the northwest corner of the alley 
on the west side of State street, between 
Madison and Washington streets, was 
bought in the fall of 1895 for $75 a square 
foot;, the Reliance property at State and 
Washington streets commanded $100 a 
square foot in 1883; Adolph Kraus bought 
the land at No. 155 Sgate street, west front, 
north of Monroe streét, in 1894 for $111.21 a 
square foot. The lot leased, Mr. Field says, 
was bought by him for $191,000 twenty years 
ago. It is one of thé most desirable loca- 
tions in the city, and the terms of the lease 
compare favorably with any made in State 
street. Mr. Peacock will erect a modern 
building on the premises. It is possible this 
will be done within three years, although the 
lease requires the building to be constructed 
at any time within a term of seven years. 

It is expected the lease of the Northwest- 
ern University’s interest in the Grand Pa- 
cific Hotel site to the Illinois Trust and Sav- 
ings Bank will be signed this week. The pa- 
pers are in the hands of the lawyers, and the 
lease will be submitted to the directors of 
the bank snd the University Trustees a: 
meetings called early in the week. As be- 
fore stated in THE TRIBUNE, the bank ex-

for a cause, is légion. Merchant, banker, 
lawyer, doctor—everybody feels himself lit- 
ergliv held up by the well-meaning, as much 
so as though he were invited to disgorge by 
footpads. 

A. Dearborn street business house a day 
or two since turned over to THE TRIBUNE 
the collection of benefit and charity enter- 
tainment tickets it had bought within two 
months from representatives of various so- 
cieties and bodies who had come to the of- 
fice and, as outlined in the foregoing, in- 
sisted on seeing the proprietor. The tickets 
numbered in all 122—an average of over two 
a day for the working days of the time cov- 
ered. The prices ranged from 25 cents to 
$10, the popular figures being 50 cents and $1. 
All sorts of bodies were represented in the 
collection. It wéuld seem that all the na- 
tions of the earth and all the interests im- 
aginable were making a plea under the guise 
of some form of real or alleged amusement 
for public recognition and support. 

There were charity balls and readings 
and vaudeville entertainments for charity. 
There were musicales for church purposes 
and musicales for the benerit of aspiring 
artists. There were balis for labor organi- 
zations and balis for the employés of hotels 
—where the purchasers never ate or slept. 
Secret societies and schools were well repre- 
sented in the tist. There were vereins and 
leagues and gemeindes and councils and fairs 
and associations and missions and reforma- 
tories and lodges and brigades and tourna- 
ments and troops and goodness knows what 
other sorts of bodies. Some of the events 
were to take place tn churches and some in 
beer halls; some catered to the tastes of 
the esthetic and some to the notions of 
those who only want a good time for an hour 
or two. It was a motley collection and one 


that would have been an “ eye-opener ’’.to | 


those uninitiated in the mysteries of enter- 
tainments arranged with designs on the 
public purse. 


Some of the tickets came in wholesale lots | 


and were left on approval, it being taken for 
granted by thf agent that after the explana- 


tions and the references given the house | 


would not have the temerity to return the 
cards unused—and it did not. There was 
one bunch of ten for a complimentary bene- 
fit, each representing $1. The progfam was 


a *‘ grand bill by volunteers,” and the tickets | 


could be exchanged for reserved seats with- 
out additional cost. Accompanying the 


bunch was a.printed statement calculated | 


to touch a heart of stone or open a pocket- 
book with wrought-iron ‘clasps. The pur- 
chaser of the lot thought the leaving of the 
tickets suggestive of designs on a time lock. 
There was another bunch of eight left in the 
same way, with equally satisfactory results. 

A characteristic of these entertainment 
tickets is worthy of mention. There are 
no balls or concerts simply—they are all 
grand balls and concerts. Even the waiters

of churches, it is quite remarkable to note 
the number of tickets that are peddled about 
for the benefit of some society or body con- 
nected with reHgious work. Probably two- 
thirds of the collection of tickets lent THE 
TRIBUNE were for entertainments—and they 
were of the most diverse kinds—given in the 
hame and for the benefit of charity con- 
nected with churches. The. next most num- 
erous class were the tickets for events given 
by individual institutions for their own bene- 
fic. Clubs and special occasions brought up 
the rear. 

The most striking feature connected with 
the purchase of the tickets is they are all, 
with scarcely an exception, entertainments 
that the purchasers would never think of 
going to. This the sellers of the pasteboard 
knew when they went and asked to see the 
proprietor. It would seem that the essential 
thing was to sell the tickets and get the 
money, irrespective of whether the cards 
were used or not. In other words, the size 
of the houses secured was a matter of minor 
importance. 

A large number of the tickets announced 
on their face that ladies were admitted free, 
“That cuts no figure,” said a person to 
whom the collection was shown. ‘“ The 
tickets are sold with the expectation that 
not one in ten who buy will use them. If 
every one w ruses the tickets he buys 
should take three or four ladies with him 
the gross number present would fall far 
short of what might be expected from the 
record of the sales. 

‘“A benefit tells its own story—it is to 
benefit. That means dollars and cents, not 
hecessarily numbers. Charity events are 
curious institutions. One has to have ex- 
perience to understand where the profit 
comes in. Go to some of the shows and you 
would think there wasn’t enough in the house 
to pay expenses, and yet if you get at the 
ins and outs of the matter you will find 
there’s hundreds of dollars represented 


$126.50 in Two Months. 

An exact computation of the value of the 
tickets in the collection lent THE TRIBUNE 
shows the house paid $126 for * pasteboard 
io put on file.”” This, it will be remembered, 
‘“as for two months, which gives about $2.50) 
mn day for the business days o ime cov: 
ered. For the year this would be about 
8782—so much money paid by one house for 
tickets to entertainments that were never 
used. Allowing a respectable discount for 
the off months, when events do not fiourish, 
say, about a third, and there is still left the 
considerable sum of $500 a year for these 
useless bits of pasteboard. This represents 
the income of a clerk’s or a laborer’s family.

In his method he may have 
gained suggestive help from Anton Mauve 
and J. F. Raffwelli, but he does not copy 
from eith He works always in low tone 
and with Jew colors, and because of the 
meager materials he allows himself the re 
sults he obtains are all the more remark- 
able. Technically, probably the strongest 
point in his work is the composition. He has 
delicate feeling for the arrangement of lines 
and the combination:of masses of light and 
dark. Most of his pictures show him to be 
also a careful draftsman. A colorist he is 
not. Indeed, in most of his work color is 
suggested rather than boldly stated. 

His fundamental idea in his work is to con- 
vey sentiment. Given a subject he presents 
it as simply as possible—as plainly as is com- 
patible with the poetry he reads in it—sub- 
ordinating accessories, color, even drawing— 
everything to the sentiment of the composi- 
tion. He is impressed strongly by the inti- 
macy of animate with inanimate things. He 
Studies the effect of surrounding nature 
human and brute life. He strives 
aboveall else to put this effect, this intimacy, 
into his pictures. In this striving he be- 
comes at times almost mystical, to the 
everyday onlooKer incomprehensible.

The Champs de Mars Salon of Paris was 
officially opened on last Thursday. Of the 
3,000 works sent by artists who are neither 
members nor associates, 650 were accepted, 
400 of which were oil paintings. A press 
dispatch says the works of American artists 
make a splendid display, greatly surpassing 
that of last year- Among these American 
artists two Chicagoans are mentioned as 
contributors of important work. 

Edward F. Ertz exhibits a decorative 
scheme catalogued “A Souvenir of Ros- 
setti.”’ It represents a girl with golden hair 
lighted by the sun. A background of rich 
deep peacock green relieves the golden colors 
and the pearly tints of the flesh. In the fore- 
ground are arranged bunches of dead this- 
tles, the whole making a harmony in green 
and gold. Mr. Ertz shows also a collection 


} of large water colors of Spanish scenes, all 


in a high key of sunlight. 

Fred Dana Marsh is the other Chicagoan 
represented in the salon. He shows a dec- 
orative composition styled *‘ Fantaisie,’’ rep- 
resenting a group of sfx female figures, at- 
tired in strange vestments, wandering aim- 
lessly through a field.

RINGLING BROS.’ CIRCUS BIDS FARE- 
WELL TO CHICAGO. 


Success Has Been Above Expectation 
and a Longer Stay Might Be Made 
with Profit — Performanee Has 
Equaled if Not Surpassed All Rec- 
ords—It In Now Starting Out for the 
Season Under Canvas — Supplies 

* Used tn Feeding Men and Animals. 


Ringling Bros.’ circus is on the move. It 
is no longer to hold forth in the presence 
of brick walls and a solid roof, which have 
no traditional relation to the sawdust ring, 
but from now on will be found under the 
big tents so intimately connected in the 
past with the crunch of peanut shells under 
foot and the usual circus smell. Last night, 
even before the small girls in the audience 
had recovered from the stoppage of breath 
occasioned by the chariot race and had gone 
away, and the small boys had been shaken 
back into a realization of the stern present, 
which holds no cream-colored horses with 
crinkly tails, and had gone with them, the 
packing had begun. Now, for the time at 
least, the circus is a thing of the past, for 


nagerie and performers. 

* But it was a good show while it lasted, 
and-one well worth seeing. It is as good a 
circus as has ever been seen in Chicago, 
and ‘can bring forward strong claims for 
the position of the best. Between the open- 
ing on April 11 and the closing on last night 
forty-three performances were given. Less 


in Chicago, and no other show has ever ex- 
ceeded twenty-four performances in the 
city. However, dging from the showing 
of the last week, Ringling Bros. might have 
doubled the number of ‘performances with 
profit, a fact which is announced with some 
slight but observable surprise on the part 
of the management. 


Has Been Successfully Arranged. 


Of course it was in great measure like 
all the other big circuses. There are cer- 
tain laws other than those set forth tn the 
definition of the word “ circus’ in the dic- 
tionary which limit the scope of such a 
show. The-man who “ concatenates”’ a 
circus cannot make any radical innovations 
lest the resulting entertainment fail to fill 
the place designed and prove instead a vau- 
deville or a wild west show or a revival. 
Tradition and custom demand’ that a cir- 
cus shall have tumbling, and hiprodrome rac- 
ing, and camels, and elephants, and waVy- 
maned horses, and bare-back riding. The 
circus management can only try to get 
these things bigger and better than any one 
else, and among them and around them to 
tuck in such new things as are excetionally 
worthy. In both these operations Ringling 
Bros. seem to have been successful. The old 
standbys were on hand, better than ever, 
and the new features were many and new— 
a thing which does not necessartly follow 
because they are called so on the bills. 

As a show the performance was a suc- 
cess. The sprinkling of interesting feat- 
ures was large, not only in the widely ad- 
vertised aerial acts, the sight of which is 
calculated to give nervous people a sensa- 
tion of having no stomach, but in the bare- 
back riding, the hippodrome racing, and the 
feats of trained animals, all of which were 
more than commofily good. 

In fact, it was a good show all around, as 
good as, if not better than, the old shows 
which used to fill the Lake-Front south of 
Randolph street with white tents and spread 
a spattering of smaller tents. calico ponies, 
and painted wagons over all surrounding 
vacant lots. Moreover, it has been appre- 
ciated outside of its own district. It isa 
Western show, built up in the West, and run 
by Western men.

Some idea of the size which the show has 
attained and the difficulty and cost of its 
maintenance and transportation may be ob- 
tained from the following figures: 

On the road 1,000 persons are carried on the 
payroll; this includes both performers and 
workmen. There are 400 horses, twenty ele- 
phants, and nearly fifty cages carried 
all through the season. For transportation 
some sixty cars of extra size are required. 
In the dining cars and the cook tents, where 
the performers and workers are fed, three 
beeves, besides other meats, 500 pounds of 
bread, and 120 gallons of milk are con- 
sumed daily. The animals each day require 
five tons of hay, 2,000 bushels of oats, one 
and one-half tons of bran, fifty bushels of 
corn, and three tons of straw. 

It is a small army and it lives off the 
country in the most aproved style, but it 
makes adequate return. The-next perform- 
ance is to be given tomorrow evening at La 
Porte, Ind, . 


COLORS NOW EASILY PRODUCED 


Latest Discovery in Photography by 
M. Lippmann in Paris. 
Paris letter in New York Sun: The latest 
development of genuine phctography in col- 
ors was explained to a brilliant audience of 
the Royal Institution by M: Lippmann, the 
distinguished French investigator. He has 
now succeeded in reproducing perfectly all 
the colors of nature on a sensitive plate. 
The prominent leaders in science who were 
present were aroused to great. enthusiasm 
by M. Lippmann’s achievement. He ex- 
plained his method, which is simple, and 
he displayed results which are marvelous. 
Light, as every one knows, rushes through 
the camera, as through all space, at the 
rate of 186,000 miles per second. With this 
velocity it leaves traces of its energy in the 
photographic picture in light and shade, but 
it is colorless because the forms of the indi- 
vidual waives or vibrations are not depicted. 
To secure this result M. Lippmann places 
behind the thin, transparent gelatine tilm 
a mirror of mercury. This stops the rays 
of light and reflects them, thus rendering 
the vibrations practical stationary, as the 
result showed, They then leave on the film 
the impress of each’ separate prismatic color 
and shade. These effects are not similar to 
those of a pigment which'can be seen inany 
direction. The film remains transparent 
and its hues are Jike those of a soap bubble 
or nacreous layer of shell cr mother of pearl 
and other substances’ in themselves color- 
less. In other words, the photographic 
plate, which is developed in the ordinary 
manner, must bé held at a certain angle in 
order to see the chromatic effects, 
M. Lippmann showed by reflected electric 
light a number of pictures produced in this 
*manner, several being the simple colors of 
the spectrum, and others photographs of 
natural objects and scenes, including por- 
traits.

OPERA BY CHICAGO MEN. 


“JOHN AND PRISCILLA” TO BE PRE- 
SENTED AT M’VICKER’S. 


Production of Harry G. Sommers and 
M. H. Thiele Founded on Longfel- 
low'’s Poem, “The Courtship of 
Miles Standish "—Actors Are Select- 
ed and Arrangements Are Almost 
Com pleted—First Performance Will 
Take Piace on May 11. 

An American comic opera, wriften and 
composed by Chicago men and first pre- 
sented before a Chicago audience, is a thing 
sufficiently out of the common to attract 
attention. Such a presentation is soon to be 
made in the production of ** John and Pris- 
cilla’’’ at McVicker’s Theater May 11. 

The opera is the work of Harry G. Som- 
mers and H. H, Thiele and was completed 
six years ago, but never produced. Since 
the work was originally finished it has been 
*ontinually amended and improved by the 
authors and, though it is impossible to fore- 
tell the fate of any production of the sort, it 
is said to give promise of a fair share of suc- 
cess. The authors themselves make no 
great claim for their work except that 
of originality. A not wholly successful 
production on the same lines was brought 
out two seasons ago, but they declare that 
in no way suggested the scheme of their 
work, which preceded and they think may 
have itself given the idea for the former 
effort. 

The story of ‘‘ John and Priscilla "’ drew 
Its inspiration from Longfellow’s poem 
* The Courtship of Miles Standish,” but Mr. 
Sommers has taken from the poem Iittle 
more than the bare outlines of an interest- 
ing narrative, and to all intents and pur- 
poses the libretto is original from the first 
line to the last. But three of the personages - 
in the opera are old friends. Theseare John 
Alden, Miles Standish, and Priscfila, and 
around them is woven a story which brings 
in a number of other characters, not in them- 
selves historical, but actors in the historical- 
romantic plot. The characters so far un- 
known to poesy and romance are Poor Lo 
and Wetumawat, Indians: Cobbler Keezer, 
Dame Fortune, Ahnie Keezer, Ha-Ha-Ha, 
an Indian maiden; Bessie Butler, Capt. May- 
flower, and Elders, Bradford and Duxbury. 


Puritan Times Hard on Romance. 


The New England colohial times can hard- | 
ly be said to be replete with picturesque per-4 
sonages of the romantic order. They were 
stern old individuals, the early Puritans, and 
did things because they did not want to, and 
therefore considered that they must. be 
right, an easily understood line of reasoning. 
They made no display of the romantic, nor 
did they knowingly admit it, but rather 
crushed it down lest they should forget fora 
time that they were but dust and ashes and 
not long for this world. In fact, if they had 
been aware of the thing they would have 
been most decidedly shocked at the thought 
of furnishing” material for a comic opera, 
Still, competent judges to whom Mr. Som- 
mers’ work has been submitted for examina- 
tion declare themselves firmly of the opin- 


' jon that the libretto will be found pleasing 


in no small degree. 

One great, advantage, however, 
sessed by the times of the Mayfléwer. 
lend themselves aptly to bright stage pict- 
ures, neat costuming, and -breezy outdoor 
grouping. The Puritans themselves were a 
somewhat gloomy generation, but they lived 
amid surroundings which were picturesque 
in the extreme, and in all possible ways ad- 
Vantage has been taken of the brighter as- 
pects. 

Scenes of the Story. 

The first act of the opera introduces al) 
the characters, and ends with the sailing of 
the historic Mayflower: the second act re- 
volves about the Puritan conventicle and the 
homes of Priscilla and- Miles Standish: the 


| concluding act witnesses the return of the 
Mayflower and the expected happy finale. 


Considerable judgment has been displayed 
in deciding to make no trial for what is 
commonly known as a “ gigantic produc- 
tion.”” The scenes of the time were not such 
as would readily admit anything of the 
sort. They were not quiet times in the 
matter olf events, but they were very quiet 
in the matter of display, and even comic 
opera could not well make them otherwise
